Even  the  Eliasberg  Collection  was  not  as  complete.  The  Quarter  Eagle  is  far  and  away  the  rarest 
of  the  three  gold  denominations  issued  at  the  time.  Half  Eagles  and  Eagles  appear  with  some 
degree  of  regularity.  However,  even  the  appearance  of  a small  group  of  Quarter  Eagles  is  cause 
for  excitement  among  collectors.

Apparently  struck  at 
about  the  same  time  as  the  1804  Silver  Dollar,  circa  1858.  The  obverse  was  struck 
from  the  original  intended  die,  while  the  reverse  was  struck  from  the  1819, 
Browning-2,  with  the  squared  base  2 on  the  reverse  denomination.  A faint  die 
crack  extends  from  the  border  through  the  U of  UNITED  and  shows  the  obvious 
traces  of  rust  spots,  particularly  on  the  reverse.  Although  the  mint  records  re- 
port a mintage  of  4,000  for  1827,  it  was  a common  practice  for  the  mint's  ac- 
counting department  to  record  the  number  of  coins  struck  in  a particular  year, 
without  regard  to  the  actual  date  on  the  die.  It  was  the  mint's  practice  to  use 
dies  until  they  were  worn  out.  Consequently,  the  mintage  of  4,000  undoubtedly 
represents  the  1825  dated  Quarters  which  were  struck  during  1827,  as  no  Quar- 
ters were  struck  in  1826,  apparently  for  the  lack  of  any  commercial  need.  It  ap- 
pears most  likely  that  the  1827  original  Quarters  may  have  been  made  for  a 
limited  number  of  presentation  sets,  and  were  never  struck  for  actual  circulation 
since  the  known  coins,  with  the  exception  of  one  impaired  specimen,  are  all 
proofs.  Interestingly  enough  this  also  holds  true  for  the  1804  Silver  Dollar.  Around 
1858  there  was  a demand  from  the  collecting  public  for  proof  coins,  particular- 
ly proof-only  issues.  Half  Cents  were  in  vogue  at  the  time  and  it  seemed  to  be 
getting  most  of  the  collector's  attention  as  well  as  the  largest  coin,  the  Silver 
Dollar,  and  that  explains  the  1851  and  1852,  as  well  as  Gobrecht  restrikes.  The 
Quarter  Dollar  series,  however,  did  not  attract  the  same  attention,  and  apparently 
a dozen  or  so  were  struck,  making  this  about  equal  in  rarity  with  the  original. 
The  1827  Restrike  Quarter  has  both  the  rarity  and  historical  interest  that  com- 
pares favorably  with  any  other  classic  American  rarity.  Certainly  worth  the 
"Guidebook"  evaluation  and  we  would  not  be  surprised  to  see  it  surpass  that 
figure.

678  1827  Pattern  Quarter.  Copper.  Judd-48.  Mint  State  63.  Well  struck  with  violet  iri- 

descent toning  and  deep  orange  highlights.  Struck  at  the  mint  around  the  same  time 
as  the  1827  silver  restrike,  both  around  1858.  The  reverse  die  of  1819  was  used 
with  a flat  base  2,  and  the  clearly  seen  rust  marks  resulting  in  raised  pits.  Only  4 
or  5 struck.  A great  American  rarity,  actually  twice  as  rare  as  the  silver  restrike 
or  the  original.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  copper  striking  of  the  1827  die 
trial  piece  was  probably  never  intended  as  an  actual  pattern,  but  simply  as  a varia- 
tion to  satisfy  demands  by  a few  collectors.  W.  E.  Dubois  in  1858  was  laying  claim 
that  only  3 were  struck.  In  fact,  even  as  long  ago  as  the  Parmelee  Sale  in  1890, 
one  was  offered  with  the  comment  "only  3 struck."  We  feel  there  are  four  or 
five  specimens,  one  of  which  appeared  in  Ivy's  1980  Sale  and  that  was  silver- 
plated.  Another  specimen  appeared  in  our  C.  E.  Gilhousen  Part  3 Sale,  October 
1973,  Lot  592,  and  after  comparing  original' photographs,  we  believe  that  it  is 
not  that  coin.  Therefore,  further  study  is  needed  to  establish  its  pedigree.  Prob- 
ably worth  about  half  of  what  the  silver  issue  brings,  although  it  is  certainly 
much  rarer.

Wholly  prooflike  and  all  overlaid  with  delicate  violet  iridescent 
toning.  Some  light  hairlines  on  the  neck  and  in  the  left  obverse  field,  but  only  visible  be- 
neath the  toning  with  strong  magnification.  This  magnificent  coin  is  far  better  than  the 
Browning  plate  coin  and  without  question,  a Condition  Census  coin  that  ranks  among  the 
Finest  Known.  The  only  other  record  of  uncirculated  specimens  which  we  were  able  to 
trace  were  in  the  Pierce  and  Miles  Sales,  both  sold  by  Stack's. 
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680  1833.  Mint  State  65+.  A boldly  struck  gem  glistening  with  frosty  mint  lustre.  Some  iso- 

lated minor  contact  marks  appear  in  the  left  obverse  field  and  some  tiny  pit  spots  are 
above  the  date,  a result  of  a rusted  obverse  die.  The  reverse  is  immaculate,  with  a touch  of 
pale  electric  blue  and  light  russet  toning  surrounding  the  surfaces;  all  enhances  the  overall 
appearance  of  this  lovely  Reduced-Size  Bust  Quarter. 


681  1838  Bust  Type.  Mint  State  63.  Well  struck,  bright  and  frosty.  A tiny  mark  on  Liberty's 

cheek,  otherwise,  a perfect  gem.  Probably  dipped  at  one  time,  with  some  residue  stains 
remaining  in  the  left  obverse  field.  The  surfaces  are  very  clean  and  have  excellent  frostiness 
throughout.  A most  attractive  and  desirable  type  coin. 


682  1838  Bust  Type.  Mint  State  60.  Mostly  well  struck,  although  a trifle  weak  about  the  ob- 

verse stars  as  made.  An  attractive  frosty  mint  specimen  with  natural  russet  toning  which 
darkens  about  the  borders. 


683  1852.  Mint  State  63+.  Well  struck,  bright  and  satiny.  A Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated 

specimen.

A very  choice  example  and  certainly 
among  the  best  survivors  of  the  460  proofs  struck. 


690  1864.  Brilliant  Proof  63+.  Another  choice  proof  Civil  War  issue  with  exquisite  light  rain- 

bow iridescent  toning,  particularly  across  the  obverse.  Some  faint  hairlines  are  noted  in 
the  right  obverse  fields,  but  are  only  visible  with  the  aid  of  strong  magnification.

The  surfaces  are  slightly  reflective  and  overlaid  with  beautiful  light 
golden  russet,  lilac  and  steel  blue  iridescent  toning.  This  is  the  famous  Reed  Hawn 
specimen  that  appeared  in  Stack's  August  1973  Sale,  where  it  was  described  as 
follows:  "Lots.  1797  BU.  From  the  William  Cutler  Atwater  Collection  describ- 
ed as  follows,  "same  type  as  that  of  1796,  with  15  stars  on  obverse.  There  is  a 
very  tiny  die  crack  connecting  the  lower  right  portion  of  figure  1,  and  the 
fraction  line  on  the  reverse.  Uncirculated  with  considerable  original  mint  lustre. 
The  highest  portion  shows  light  cabinet  friction.  Excessively  rare  in  this  re- 
markable condition.  Originally,  from  the  great  Granberg  collection."  Mr.  Mehl 
didn't  mention  that  there  are  some  prooflike  surfaces.  A superb  specimen  with 
delicate  golden  and  faint  iridescent  toning  about  its  periphery."  The  1797  Half 
Dollar  is  a distinct  type  coin  struck  in  only  two  years,  and  is  without  question 
the  rarest  United  States  type  coin,  silver  or  gold.

The  surfaces  are  overlaid  with  a delicate  blending  of  pale  violet  and  steel  blue  toning.  A 
most  attractive  Bust  Half  Dollar. 


752  1828  Square  Base  2.  Mint  State  60.  A needle-sharp  strike,  including  full  definition  in  the 

curls  of  the  hair.  This  beauty  sparkles  with  frosty  mint  lustre  and  only  a minimal  amount 
of  light  contact  marks  are  visible,  some  on  the  cheek  and  also  in  the  left  obverse  field. 


753  1830  Large  0.  Mint  State  63.  A well  struck  Bust  Half  with  full  frosty  mint  surfaces  and 

a natural  blending  of  pale  violet,  russet  and  dark  blue  toning. 


754  1838.  Mint  State  67.  Boldly  struck  in  the  centers,  soft  around  the  periphery,  which  is

Some  scattered  light  scratches  on  the  cheek  and  neck  are  visible  only  under 
strong  magnification.  The  lovely  surfaces  are  overlaid  with  a touch  of  delicate  golden 
toning.  A wonderful  high  grade  example  of  this  popular  New  Orleans  Mint  Mark  on 
Obverse  design. 


756  1839  Seated  Liberty,  Drapery  From  Elbow.  Mint  State  63.  Boldly  struck,  with  amazing 

prooflike  surfaces  on  both  sides;  all  overlaid  with  gorgeous  mottled  light  violet,  russet 
and  deep  steel  blue  iridescent  toning.  This  coin  has  all  the  appearances  of  a "presentation 
strike"  as  it  contains  plenty  of  proof  surfaces  including  all  the  vertical  stripes  on  the 
shield.  Some  minor  marks  about  the  obverse  rims,  which  were  probably  as  made.  A choice 
and  desirable  example  of  the  first  year  of  the  Seated  Liberty  design.

subdued  pale  violet  and  deep  russet  toning.  Although  this  is  considered  a common  date, 
it  is  certainly  not  common  in  this  choice  state  of  preservation. 
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758  1848-0.  Mint  State  65.  A well  struck  specimen  with  sparkling  frosty  mint  lustre  through- 

out. This  splendid  New  Orleans  Mint  Half  Dollar  exhibits  a faint  touch  of  russet  toning 
about  the  periphery  and  is  one  of  the  finest  specimens  that  we  have  encountered. 


759  1854  Arrows.  Mint  State  65.  A razor-sharp  strike  including  full  definition  in  all  the  hair 

as  well  as  the  stars.  The  obverse  is  pale  violet  surrounded  by  iridescent  sea-green  tones, 
while  the  reverse  toning  is  a bit  more  subtle. 


760  1858.  Brilliant  Proof  63+.  A splendid  glittering  proof  specimen  with  bright  mirror  sur- 

faces throughout.  Some  faint  hairlines  and  a scattered  lint  mark  or  two  are  noted  in  the 
fields,  most  of  these  were  undoubtedly  on  the  planchet  before  striking.  Certainly  among 
the  best  of  the  75  or  so  proofs  around,  as  most  have  been  mishandled  and  badly  cleaned.

fields  on  both  sides  with  some  light  to  moderate  hairlines  on  the  surfaces.  This  is  the  beau- 
tiful Anthony  Pacquet  design  that  was  also  minted  for  the  Double  Eagle  coinage.  Only  a 
couple  hundred  or  so  struck  and  most  of  the  specimens  that  we  have  seen  have  a matte- 
like appearance.

only  be  noticed  when  tilted  toward  the  light  under  magnification.  Overall,  quite  choice 
with  a touch  of  light  russet  toning  which  turns  to  iridescence  about  the  borders.  Less  than 
100  proofs  struck,  many  of  which  are  impaired,  badly  cleaned  and  mishandled.  This 
beauty  is  certainly  among  the  better  survivors. 


763  1861-0.  Mint  State  67.  An  absolutely  pristine  mint  specimen  featuring  a better  than 

average  strike  with  undisturbed  satiny  mint  lustre,  overlaid  with  the  most  delicate  blend- 
ing of  light  russet  and  pale  electric  blue  toning.  This  beauty  is  certainly  among  the  best 
of  the  survivors.  A popular,  as  well  as  an  historical  issue  since  this  was  the  year  that  the 
State  of  Louisiana  seceded  from  the  Union,  and  the  Confederacy  took  over  the  New 
Orleans  Mint. 
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1862.  Mint  State  67.  A needle-sharp  strike  with  immaculate  satiny  mint  surfaces  which 
are  bright  and  fully  lustrous.  Upon  close  examination,  a tiny  cut  appears  on  the  throat 
of  Liberty.  Certainly  among  the  best  of  the  "business  strikes"  and  much  rarer  than  a 
proof  of  the  same  year. 


765  1869  Pattern  Half  Dollar.  Judd-764.  Aluminum.  Rarity  7.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  Full  glitter- 

ing proof  surfaces  against  lightly  frosted  devices.  Struck  from  the  regular  Seated  Liberty 
Half  Dollar  dies.  Less  than  a dozen  made. 


766  1869.  Mint  State  65.  A wonderful  "first  strike"  specimen  exhibiting  a bold  impression 

and  full  mirror  surfaces.  A blending  of  delicate  and  pale  steel  blue  toning  surrounds  the 
obverse,  the  reverse  is  lightly  toned.  Much  scarcer  in  Mint  State  grade  than  as  a proof, 
although  the  "Guidebook"  does  not  indicate  this,  most  of  these  post-Civil  War  issues  were 
spent  and  few  were  saved. 
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767  1869-S.  Mint  State  63.  Well  struck  in  the  centers,  a trifle  soft  around  the  borders  result- 

ing in  flatness  on  a few  of  the  obverse  stars.  Overall,  bright  with  immaculate  frosty 
mint  surfaces.  A splendid  San  Francisco  Mint  Seated  Liberty  Half  Dollar  and  rarely  seen 
so  choice. 


768  1870  Pattern  Half  Dollar.  Judd-939.  Silver.  Rarity  6.  Attractively  toned  with  a mixture 

of  pale  russet  and  light  violet.  A most  attractive  example  of  the  proposed  Standard 
Silver  Issue.  Only  a few  dozen  struck. 


769  1870.  Brilliant  Proof  63-<-.  A glittering  proof  specimen  with  some  light  mottled  sunset 

toning  on  both  sides.  Hairlines  are  only  visible  when  tilted  toward  the  light  under  close 
inspection  with  a 5x  glass.  A total  of  1 ,000  proofs  struck. 


770  1871.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  An  exquisite  proof  Seated  Half  Dollar  with  full  glittering  mirror 

surfaces.  A few  faint  hairlines  are  noted  in  the  fields,  but  were  undoubtedly  present  on 
the  planchet  during  striking,  a result  of  the  wiping  of  the  planchet  with  a soft  cloth  before 
striking.

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1873  Arrows.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Well  toned  featuring  deep  midnight  blue  iridescence 
on  both  sides.  Some  light  contact  marks  and  hairlines  can  be  seen  beneath  the  toning, 
but  only  with  the  aid  of  magnification.  A popular  two-year  type  coin.  Only  550  proofs 
struck. 


772  1874  Arrows.  Mint  State  65.  Boldly  struck,  including  full  separations  within  all  the  stars; 

lustrous  mint  frost  is  overlaid  with  mottled  grayish-violet  toning.  Some  graffiti-like 
scratches  appear  in  the  left  obverse  field,  as  well  as  some  light  contact  marks.  These 
are  only  visible  under  strong  magnification. 


773  1874-S  Arrows.  Mint  State  60.  Boldly  struck  with  full  satiny  mint  surfaces.  Some  mint- 
caused  striations  are  visible  across  the  obverse,  but  only  under  magnification  and  do  not 
detract  from  the  appearance  of  this  coin,  since  they  are  mint-caused.  A most  "eye  appeal- 
ing" specimen  overlaid  with  a touch  of  golden  and  pale  violet  toning. 

774  1875.  Brilliant  Proof  60.  Some  moderate  hairlines  and  contact  marks  are  visible  through- 
out the  obverse  fields,  the  reverse  is  quite  choice.

793  1892.  Mint  State  60+.  A boldly  struck  specimen  and  fully  lustrous  with  attractive  sea- 
green  and  pale  violet  toning.  A minimal  amount  of  light  contact  marks  appear  on  the 
cheek  and  neck.  A very  desirable  example  of  the  first  year  of  the  Barber  design.

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805  1915-D.  Mint  State  63+.  Well  struck  and  sparkles  with  frosty  mint  lustre.  Some  light 

contact  marks  on  the  cheek  and  in  the  right  obverse  field,  but  overall  quite  choice.  All 
is  enhanced  by  a touch  of  russet  toning  around  the  periphery. 


806  1915-D.  Mint  State  60.  Well  struck,  although  a couple  of  the  stars  are  flat  as  made. 

Abounds  with  immaculate  satiny  mint  surfaces  and  lightly  toned. 


1916- D.  Mint  State  63+.  A better  than  average  strike,  as  this  first  year  of  the  newly  de- 
signed Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar  tends  to  be  seen  with  a much  more  shallow  impression.

specimen  with  outstanding  frosty  mint  lustre.  A minute  shiny  spot  in  the  right  obverse 
field,  and  a mark  or  two  on  the  eagle's  chest,  visible  only  under  strong  magnification, 
with  the  barest  evidence  of  light  peripheral  toning.  One  of  the  half  dozen  rarest  dates 
in  the  series.

THE  VERY  RARE  AND  PQPULAR  1808  QUARTER  EAGLE 


917  1808.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Quite  bold  for  this  notoriously  softly  struck  issue.  All 

the  important  devices  are  clear  and  distinct  although  the  borders  are  soft,  as  usual. 
The  fields  are  clean  and  there  are  some  traces  of  mint  lustre  still  adhering  to  the 
protected  areas  about  the  devices.

This 
coin  is  sure  to  attract  considerable  attention  among  type  enthusiasts.

1848  CAL.  Mint  State  65.  A needle-sharp  strike  from  specially  prepared  dies 
with  full  blazing  prooflike  surfaces  on  both  sides,  and  some  natural  coppery  spots, 
one  at  1 o'clock  and  one  before  the  truncheon  on  the  neck.  This  Gem  Brilliant 
Uncirculated  specimen  with  prooflike  surfaces  is  the  famous  Eliasberg  specimen, 
and  IS  recognized  as  the  Finest  Known.  We  quote  from  the  United  States  Gold 
Coin  Collection  Sale,  Lot  145: 

1848  CAL.  Commemorative  Quarter  Eagle.  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  Mint  State 
67,  prooflike  surfaces.  The  coin  was  earlier  catalogued  as  full  "Proof,”  and  is  undoubtedly 
a presentation  striking.  Years  ago,  A Guidebook  of  United  States  Coins  listed  this  quality 
as  Proof,  currently  the  designation  is  that  "two  specimens  with  proof  surfaces  are 
known"  - implying  that  they  are  prooflike,  not  full  Proofs  in  status  . . . 

"The  1848  CAL.  Quarter  Eagle,  the  smallest  denomination  United  States  gold  coin  at 
the  time  (the  gold  dollar  did  not  make  its  appearance  until  the  following  year,  1849), 
thus  became  the  first  commemorative  coin  issued  by  the  United  States. 

"It  is  not  known  how  many  citizens  wished  to  procure  specimens  made  with  California 
gold,  by  exchanging  other  coins  for  it,  but  probably  at  least  several  dozen  were  distributed 
this  way.  The  vast  majority  of  pieces  known  today  show  extensive  wear,  indicating  that 
most  pieces  were  simply  released  into  circulation. 

"The  presently  offered  1848  CAL.  is  unsurpassed  by  any  other  specimen  in  existence, 
as  far  as  we  know.  As  such,  it  should  attract  extensive  attention." 

Although  Walter  Breen,  in  his  "Encyclopedia  of  United  States  and  Colonial  Proof 
Coins,  claims  proofs  were  struck,  it  is  our  opinion,  along  with  David  Akers,  that 
they  are  not  really  proofs  but  rather  "first  strike"  prooflike  uncirculated  speci- 
mens that  were  undoubtedly  given  as  presentation  pieces  as  the  planchets  show 
careful  preparation  but  not  in  the  painstaking  manner  of  true  proofs,  such  as  the 
regular  1848  Philadelphia  Mint  issue.  The  CAL.  was  punched  into  the  coins  while 
they  remained  in  the  obverse  die,  so  no  flat  spots  appear  on  the  obverse.  This  is  a 
designation  on  all  genuine  pieces.  This  variety  is  one  of  the  most  famous  and  popu- 
lar of  all  Quarter  Eagles,  because  of  the  interesting  history  associated  with  the  is- 
sue. For  more  details  we  suggest  that  you  refer  to  the  United  States  Gold  Coin 
Collection  Sale,  pages  51  and  52.  The  tiny  letters  CAL.  were  punched  into  the 
fields  above  the  eagle,  to  designate  that  the  coins  were  minted  from  the  first  gold 
sent  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint  from  California.  Only  1,389  coins  were  struck.  This 
mintage  was  arrived  at  by  a deposit  of  220  ounces  of  gold  which  was  sent  by 
Colonel  Richard  B.  Mason,  Jr.  from  California  and  after  assaying  the  gold,  which 
was  reported  to  be  less  than  .900  Fine,  the  end  result  is  the  mintage  indicated. 
This  coin  has  always  been  in  great  demand  and  is  sought-after  by  collectors  of 
important  Americana,  collectors  of  Quarter  Eagles,  collectors  of  United  States 
gold  type  coins  (since  it  is  a distinct  type),  and  by  commemorative  collectors, 
as  well.  This  is  the  Finest  Known  specimen  of  a great  American  classic.

with  needle-sharpness  in  all  the  stars  and  denticles.  Some  light  scuffing  and  contact  marks 
appear  in  the  fields  that  are  accentuated  by  the  bright  mirror  surfaces.  Scarce  and  decidedly 
undervalued,  particularly  in  such  high  grade.  According  to  our  auction  records,  it  has 
been  nearly  two  decades  since  a strict  uncirculated  specimen  has  been  offered  for  sale. 
This  piece  probably  ranks  among  the  Condition  Census  for  the  date. 


VERY  RARE  PROOF  1861  QUARTER  EAGLE 


925  1861.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Boldly  struck  with  a few  scattered  lint  marks  on  the 

obverse  as  made,  and  a few  light  toning  specks  on  the  reverse  (two  of  which  ap- 
pear on  the  eagle's  wing  and  behind  the  eagle's  neck).  These  marks  are  tar  streaks 
that  are  probably  the  result  of  some  residue  remaining  on  the  dies  that  was  not 
wiped  off  prior  to  striking.  This  is  mentioned  mainly  for  diagnostic  purposes, 
and  it  is  because  of  this  that  we  have  been  able  to  identify  it  as  the  Eliasberg 
coin  which  appear  in  the  United  States  Gold  Coin  Collection  Sale,  Lot  193.  Al- 
though the  mint  records  report  90  proofs  struck,  possibly  no  more  than  a couple 
of  dozen,  perhaps  less,  were  actually  distributed,  thus  making  this  date  rarer 
than  either  the  1863  or  the  1875.  According  to  Walter  Breen  and  David  Akers, 
there  are  only  five  or  six  proofs  that  actually  still  exist.

7 or  8 can  be  traced  today.

927  1875.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  An  exquisite  specimen  with  full  glittering  mirror  sur- 

faces complimented  by  delicately  frosted  devices.  The  die  used  for  the  proofs 
show  the  date  high  in  the  field  with  the  numeral  "5"  nearly  touching  the  bust. 
While  the  business  strikes  exhibit  a date  lower  in  the  field,  and  the  “5"  is  distant 
from  the  bust.  This  rare  and  popular  date  has  the  second  lowest  mintage  of  any 
regularly  issued  Quarter  Eagle.  According  to  David  Akers'  "Analysis  of  Auction 
Records,"  he  estimates  that  about  half  the  original  mintage  of  20  pieces  still 
exists  with  approximately  15  to  20  business  strikes,  in  fact,  he  knows  of  only 
one  1875  in  uncirculated  condition.  This  gem  proof  certainly  ranks  among  the 
best.  This  is  the  famed  Eliasberg  specimen,  where  it  was  catalogued  in  the  United 
States  Gold  Coin  Collection  Sale,  as  Lot  219,  and  described  as  follows: 

"Lot  219.  1875  Choice  Brilliant  Proof  65.  Of  all  quarter  eagle  dates,  the 
1875  is  one  of  the  most  famous,  probably  coming  just  after  1863  in  terms  of 
the  respect  accorded  to  issues  of  this  denomination  produced  during  the  latter 
half  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Twenty  proofs  were  struck,  and  of  this  num- 
ber probably  no  more  than  ten  different  pieces  survive  today.  This  alone  would 
make  the  issue  an  incredible  rarity  - along  with  several  other  dates  of  which 
only  a few  Proofs  are  known.  However,  the  fame  accorded  to  the  1875  arises 
because  of  its  connection  with  business  strikes.  While  not  a "Proof-only"  issue, 
the  1875  certainly  comes  close:  only  400  examples  were  struck  for  circulation. 
A perusal  of  mintage  figures,  a popular  pursuit  with  numismatists,  reveals  that 
only  one  other  quarter  eagle  issued  for  circulation,  the  1854-S,  has  a lower 
production  quantity. 

"A  tertiary  factor  is  the  "association  value"  that  these  have  with  other 
rarities  of  the  same  date.  All  other  Proof  gold  coins  of  1875  are  rare,  with  the 
gold  dollar  being  a major  rarity  and  a three  dollar  gold  piece  having  legendary 
status  along  with  the  half  eagle  and  eagle. 

"A  marvelous  example  of  a very  famous  coin.  What  more  could  be  asked?"

928  1875.  Brilliant  Proof  60.  Full  mirror  surfaces  which  are  lightly  hairlined,  and  a 

few  scattered  contact  marks  are  noted  under  close  scrutiny.  Attractive  golden- 
orange  color.  A classic  American  rarity  as  are  all  gold  coins  of  this  year  with  the 
exception  of  the  $20  gold  coin.  Only  20  proofs  struck  along  with  400  business 
strikes. 


929  1876.  Mint  State  60+.  Mostly  well  struck,  although  a trifle  weak  in  the  centers  as  made. 

The  surfaces  are  sparkling  with  frosty  mint  lustre  while  exhibiting  golden-orange  mint 
bloom  color.  Extremely  rare  in  strictly  Brilliant  Uncirculated  condition.  In  fact,  according 
to  David  Akers'  "Analysis  of  Auction  Records,"  he  notes  only  one  uncirculated  coin,  that 
being  the  Dunham  specimen,  offered  in  1941.  After  extensive  research,  we  have  been  able 
to  locate  but  five  uncirculated  coins.  This  piece  certainly  ranks  with  the  best. 


CHOICE  BRILLIANT  PROOF  1892  QUARTER  EAGLE 


930  1892.  Brilliant  Proof  63+.  A splendid  proof  Quarter  Eagle  exhibiting  rich  golden- 

orange  color  with  a hint  of  olive.  The  fields  have  a light  film  of  cloudiness  giving 
this  coin  a two-toned  appearance.  Under  strong  magnification  and  tilted  toward 
the  light,  there  are  some  faint  marks  in  the  obverse  field;  none  of  these  are  very 
prominent  and  are  mentioned  merely  for  the  sake  of  accuracy.  Very  rare,  not 
only  for  the  rare  proof  mintage  but  also  as  a low  mintage  date.  Only  105  proofs 
struck.

931  1892.  Brilliant  Proof  63+.  Another  wonderful  proof  Quarter  Eagle  with  rich 

golden-orange  color.  The  bright  mirror  surfaces  are  virtually  flawless  and  there 
are  two  minute  residue  spots  on  the  rim  above  the  T and  S in  STATES.  This 
does  not  affect  the  design,  nor  does  it  really  interfere  with  the  denticles.  Certainly 
among  the  nicest  of  the  105  proofs  struck  for  this  rare  low  mintage  date.

932  1893.  Brilliant  Proof  63+.  A very  flashy  proof  specimen  that  glitters  with  bright 

mirror  surfaces  against  totally  frosted  devices  displaying  golden-orange  mint  color. 
Under  close  observation  under  a 5x  glass,  we  note  some  fine  hairlines,  none  of 
which  are  too  serious,  as  well  as  a mark  or  two  about  the  rims.  Overall,  a beauti- 
ful and  choice  proof  Quarter  Eagle.  Only  106  proofs  struck. 


GEM  MATTE  PROOF  1910  QUARTER  EAGLE 


933  1910.  Matte  Proof  65.  This  is  the  Roman  finish  proof  with  thedesirable  rich  satiny 

mint  surfaces.  Athough  the  mint  records  report  that  682  pieces  were  struck,  the 
number  is  now  recognized  as  an  obvious  error,  especially  since  proofs  of  this 
date  are  actually  more  rare  than  those  of  the  1908, 191 1, 1912  or  191 3.  So,  either 
the  mintage  figure  was  erroneously  recorded  or  most  of  the  issue  was  simply 
melted.

934  1855.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  A wonderful  glittering  proof  specimen  in  deep  yellow 

gold  exhibiting  full  mirror  surfaces  against  lightly  frosted  devices.  Some  faint 
hairlines  appear  on  the  cheek  and  in  the  fields,  most  likely  these  are  simply  die 
scratches  and  in  no  way  impair  the  overall  beauty  of  a coin  which  \%  possibly  the 
Finest  Known  specimen.  This  is  the  Eliasberg  example  which  was  auctioned  in 
the  United  States  Gold  Coin  Collection  Sale  as  Lot  275,  where  it  was  described 
as  follows: 

"Lot  275.  1855  Choice  Brilliant  Proof  65,  Superb.  Exceedingly  rare,  pos- 
sibly one  of  just  two  in  existence. 

"David  Akers  states  that  "To  the  best  of  my  knowledge  there  is  only  one 
Proof  1855  $3  piece,  the  superb  Garrett  specimen  now  in  the  Bass  Collection." 
He  apparently  was  unaware  of  the  present  coin  now  offered. 

"An  important  opportunity  which  may  not  be  repeated  for  many  decades, 
if  indeed  at  any  time  during  the  present  century.  The  superb  quality  of  the 
coin  together  with  its  great  rarity  combine  to  make  this  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant $3  pieces  ever  to  cross  the  auction  block." 

This  coin  realized  $28,600,  and  is  certainly  worth  more  today.

A high  grade  example  of  a rare 
low  mintage  date.

936  1875.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  A striking  specimen  with  needle-sharpness  throughout 

and  the  ever  present  aura  about  the  head  which  is  consistent  with  most  of  the 
proof  Three  Dollar  Gold  pieces  struck  in  the  '70's  and  '80's.  Gorgeous  deep 
golden  color  with  some  natural  coppery  tone  spots  around  the  obverse  denticles. 
These  are  mentioned  mainly  for  diagnostic  pedigree.  With,  of  course,  the  excep- 
tion of  the  unique  1870-S,  this  is  the  classic  rarity  in  the  series,  and  in  fact, 
Walter  Breen  pays  the  coin  the  distinctive  honor  of  calling  it  "One  of  the  half 
dozen  most  famous  rarities  in  American  coinage."  Only  20  proofs  reportedly 
struck  with  no  business  strikes  made.  There  is  some  conjecture  that  perhaps  an- 
other 10  pieces  or  so  were  struck.  However,  it  makes  little  difference  as  the  pre- 
sent coin  is  one  of  the  Finest  Known  examples  of  one  of  the  most  famous  of  all 
American  gold  rarities.  A true  classic.  This  is  the  Amon  G.  Carter,  Jr.  specimen 
which  realized  $121,000.  Mounted  in  a custom  plastic  holder.

Light  rubbing 
with  some  contact  marks,  but  free  from  any  major  defects  such  as  nicks,  gouges  or 
scratches.  Struck  in  deep  yellow  gold  with  orange  highlights.  A very  rare  low  mintage 
date,  in  fact,  the  1885  has  the  second  lowest  mintage  of  any  regular  issue  Three  Dollar 
gold  coin  with  only  801  business  strikes  made.

There  are  some  faint 
adjustment  marks  across  the  obverse  that  can  only  be  seen  with  the  aid  of  a 5x  glass,  as 
well  as  a light  rim  bruise  below  the  numerals  on  the  date.  Overall,  an  excellent  Capped 
Bust  Half  Eagle  with  excellent  "eye  appeal." 


940  1804  Small  8.  Mint  State  60  / 60+.  Well  struck,  including  an  interesting  die  break  that 

runs  across  the  obverse  from  LIBERTY  to  the  date.  A lovely  lustrous  specimen  exhibiting 
natural  deep  gold  with  a greenish  tint.  The  reverse  fields  are  well  protected  by  the  stars 
and  various  devices  and  do  not  exhibit  the  light  scuff  marks  that  appear  in  the  obverse 
fields.

941  1829  Large  Date.  Brilliant  Proof  65  / Mint  State  65.  This  is  the  famous  Virgil 

Brand  specimen  as  it  appeared  in  the  Virgil  Brand,  Part  I Sale  where  it  was 
described  as  follows: 

Lot  280  "1829  large  planchet.  Breen  1-A.  Type  of  1828.  Large  diameter  style  as 
used  from  1813  to  1829.  Also  called  the  Large  Date  variety,  particularly  years  ago. 

"A  one-sided  Proof.  The  obverse  is  Gem  Proof-67.  The  reverse  is  Gem  Brilliant  Un- 
circulated, Mint  State  67.  A superb  specimen,  believed  to  be  the  finest  known  example. 
From  the  David  S.  Wilson  Sale  held  by  S.  Hudson  Chapman  in  1907.  An  envelope  with 
an  inscription  written  in  the  hand  of  Burdette  G.  Johnson  describes  the  coin  as  follows: 
Large  date.  Proof  1829.  Probably  finest  one  in  existence.  A gem. 

"Here  offered  is  one  of  the  greatest  highlights  of  the  present  sale  and,  indeed,  one  of 
the  greatest  highlights  of  Virgil  Brand's  original  collection!  It  certainly  is  one  of  the  most 
important  American  gold  coins  ever  to  cross  the  auction  block. 

"The  1829  exists  in  two  varieties,  the  Large  Planchet  style  (here  offered),  which  is 
the  rarest,  and  the  Small  Planchet  style,  which  is  also  a great  rarity. 

"Walter  Breen  traces  the  existence  of  only  five  examples  of  this  issue,  to  which  can 
be  added  the  Garrett  Collection  coin  and  the  present  issue.  The  1829  Large  Planchet  is 
the  third  rarest  variety  of  its  design  type,  surpassed  only  by  the  1822  and  the  1825/4 
overdate.  It  is  quite  possible  that  the  coin  offered  here  is  the  finest  known  example. 
Certainly  its  Proof  status  gives  it  a special  cachet. 
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"The  examples  currently  known  to  us  are  as  follows: 

"1  .The  Parmelee  coin.  From  the  Lorin  G.  Parmelee  Collection  sold  by  the  New  York 
Coin  & Stamp  Company  (Harlan  P.  Smith  and  David  Proskey)  in  June  1890.  At  the  time 
the  Parmelee  Collection  was  considered  to  be  the  finest  cabinet  of  United  States  coins 
ever  formed.  The  1890  auction  proved  to  be  one  of  the  greatest  non-events  in  American 
numismatic  history.  The  coins  received  scant  descriptions,  and  publicity  for  the  sale  was 
minimal.  The  coin  went  to  Byron  Reed,  who  in  the  late  nineteenth  century  bequeathed 
it  to  the  City  of  Omaha,  Nebraska.  Today  it  is  in  Omaha  City  Library. 

"2. The  Harlan  P.  Smith  coin.  Harlan  P.  Smith,  a fine  numismatist  and  a connoisseur 
of  the  gold  series,  was  an  active  collector  and  dealer  during  the  late  nineteenth  century. 
Although  he  was  also  involved  in  other  arrangements,  his  most  famous  connection  was 
with  David  Proskey  in  the  conduct  of  the  New  York  Coin  & Stamp  Company.  In  May 
1906  the  Chapman  brothers  sold  the  Smith  Collection,  producing  a catalogue  which 
included  among  other  gold  rarities  the  1815  and  1822  half  eagle.  The  1829  Large  Plan- 
chet  half  eagle  in  the  offering  was  acquired  by  John  H.  Clapp.  In  1942  it  was  sold  to 
Louis  Eliasberg.  In  October  1983  it  appeared  as  Lot  387  of  the  United  States  Gold  Coin 
Collection. 

"3. The  Colonel  E.  H.  R.  Green  coin.  It  is  believed  that  this  specimen  earlier  was  in 
the  Waldo  C.  Newcomer  Collection  and  was  sold  by  private  treaty  by  B.  Max  Mehl. 
Later  it  went  to  the  King  Farouk  Collection,  then  into  the  collection  of  Dr.  Clifford 
Smith.  At  the  1976  American  Numismatic  Association  Sale  the  coin  reappeared  and  was 
sold  to  Harry  Bass,  the  well-known  Texas  gold  specialist. 

"4. The  William  Cutler  Atwater  coin  sold  by  B.  Max  Mehl  in  1946. 

"5. The  Edwin  Shapiro  coin.  Believed  to  have  been  discovered  in  Europe.  Sold  at  the 
1964  American  Numismatic  Association  Convention  Sale. 

"6. The  Garrett  Collection  coin  described  and  offered  as  Lot  471 . 

"7. The  coin  offered  here  from  the  Virgil  Brand  Collection,  earlier  from  the  collection 
of  David  S.  Wilson  sold  by  S.  Hudson  Chapman  in  1907. 

"For  clarification  we  mention  the  description  given  by  Walter  Breen  in  his  Encyclo- 
pedia of  United  States  and  Colonial  Proof  Coins.  He  notes: 

"Only  one  of  the  six  known  specimens  [of  the  1829  Large  Planchet  half  eagle]  has 
the  slightest  claim  to  Proof  status.  This  is  the  Atwater  coin,  formerly  from  David  S. 
Wilson,  earlier  from  the  Randall  Collection  (1885).  Obverse  Proof.  Reverse  Uncirculated. 
In  the  Atwater  sale,  Mehl's  26th-line  description  failed  to  mention  the  grade!" 

"We  now  know  that  the  Atwater  and  Wilson  coins  are  two  different  specimens. 
As  Walter  Breen  did  not  refer  to  the  Atwater  catalogue  in  determining  the  grade,  for  the 
grade  was  not  stated,  we  presume  that  the  specimen  offered  here  may  be  the  only  known 
example  with  a claim  to  Proof  status.  If  the  Atwater  Collection  coin  surfaces  and  is 
similar,  then  there  may  be  another  candidate,  but  as  of  this  writing  this  information 
is  not  known. 

"The  term  "Proof"  was  not  used  until  the  1850's.  "Master  coins"  was  the  term 
employed  earlier.  What  are  known  today  as  "one-sided  Proofs"  were  made  on  number 
of  instances  in  the  1820s.  While  no  documentation  was  kept  of  the  production  of  Master 
coins,  it  is  assumed  that  one-sided  Proofs  were  produced  in  response  to  the  custom  of 
keeping  coins  face  upward  in  a cabinet.  The  side  that  was  to  be  viewed,  the  obverse,  was 
struck  from  specially  polished  dies.  The  reverse  appeared  as  a business  strike.  Only 
relatively  few  one-sided  Proofs  were  made,  probably  sporadically  in  response  to  specific 
calls  for  them.  In  the  instance  of  the  1829  half  eagle,  it  may  well  be  the  case  that  just 
one  was  struck. 

"In  closing  the  present  description  we  quote  S.  Hudson  Chapman's  1907  catalogue 
description  of  this  coin: 

"1829  Large  date.  Large  stars.  Border  of  broad  serratures.  Obverse  Brilliant  Proof. 
Reverse  Uncirculated,  with  mint  lustre.  Magnificent  specimen.  . . This  is  also  excessively 
rare,  but  of  the  present  Large  Date  variety  I know  of  only  three  specimens  besides  Mr. 
Wilson's.  It  may  therefore  prove  to  be  the  rarest  variety  of  the  half  eagles." 

"From  the  David  S.  Wilson  Collection  sold  by  S.  Hudson  Chapman,  March  13,  1907, 
Lot  79.  Possibly  earlier  from  Randall,  1885.  Like  the  preceding  coin,  the  1829  Large 
Planchet  was  given  by  Armin  Brand  to  his  wife  Frieda  as  a Christmas  gift." 

From  the  Virgil  Brand  Part  / Sale,  November  1983,  Lot  280 
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942  1834  Classic  Head.  Mint  State  60.  Well  struck  and  frosty  with  fields  that  are  slightly 

prooflike  containing  a quantity  of  light  to  moderate  bag  marks  in  addition  to  a few 
about  the  obverse  rims. 


943  1839,  9 Over  8.  Mint  State  60.  Well  struck  and  strictly  Brilliant  Uncirculated  with  the 

satiny  mint  surfaces  exhibiting  a quantity  of  light  bag  marks.  Partly  prooflike  with 
attractive  pale  golden-orange  toning.  A rare  coin  particularly  in  such  choice  condition 
and  in  demand  as  the  first  year  of  the  Coronet  Liberty  Head  design. 


944  1840.  Mint  State  60.  Well  struck,  bright  and  fully  lustrous  with  semi-reflective  frosty  mint 

surfaces.  This  attractive  specimen  exhibits  full  rich  natural  greenish-gold  mint  color.  A 
very  rare  coin  in  strictly  Brilliant  Uncirculated  condition  with  less  than  a dozen  appearances 
at  auction  since  1 922. 


945  1840.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Well  struck  and  lustrous  with  light  handling  marks  through- 

out the  fields.  A rare  coin  with  most  specimens  seen  in  the  Very  Fine  to  Extremely  Fine 
level.  In  fact,  About  Uncirculated  and  Uncirculated  specimens  are  almost  never  encoun- 
tered. 
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946  1840-0.  Mint  State  60.  Mostly  well  struck,  the  surfaces  are  somewhat  dull  giving  a matte- 

like appearance,  probably  the  result  from  being  submerged  in  salt  water.  Some  mod- 
erate contact  marks  are  noted  behind  the  neck  of  Liberty,  as  well  as  some  scattered  light 
scratches.  Overall,  quite  choice  and  a very  high  grade  example  for  this  rare  issue,  as  most 
examples  seen  are  well  worn  and  hover  around  the  Very  Fine  classification.  This  high 
grade  specimen  must  be  considered  extremely  rare. 


947  1856-D.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Boldly  struck  including  full  rounded  "beveled”  rims  (as 

do  all  Dahlonega  Half  Eagles  from  this  date  until  the  end  of  production  in  1861 ).  Plenty 
of  mint  lustre  still  prevails.  One  tiny  mark,  which  almost  appears  to  be  a die  scratch, 
is  noted  right  above  the  eagle's  head;  otherwise  a pleasing  problem-free  high  grade  Dah- 
lonega Mint  issue.

1978  sale,  graded  Proof  63.  Sold  to  Stanley  Kesselman.  2.  The  coin  now 
offered.  Believed  to  be  the  piece  which  appeared  in  the  James  Ten  Eyck 
Collection  sold  by  B.  Max  Mehl  in  1922,  Lot  223.  Purchased  by  John  H. 
Clapp.  From  the  Clapp  estate  to  the  former  owner  of  the  present  collection 
in  1942. 

"A  superb  specimen  of  a formidable  rarity.  A piece  which  should  attract 
wide  bidding  attention  among  specialists."

evidence  of  prooflike  mint  lustre  still  adhering  about  the  devices.  Some  light  contact 
marks  throughout  the  fields,  but  altogether  one  of  the  highest  grade  examples  of  this 
date  known.  The  1857-0  is  the  last  New  Orleans  Mint  Half  Eagle  of  the  No  Motto  type 
and  is  essentially  nonexistent  in  strict  uncirculated  condition.  This  specimen  grades 
several  points  higher  than  our  Gilhousen  coin  which  prior  to  this,  was  the  best  example  of 
this  date  that  we  have  handled.  In  fact,  according  to  David  Akers'  "Analysis  of  Auction 
Records,"  only  two  coins  in  recent  times  have  appeared  at  auction  that  can  match  this 
specimen.

Pale  golden 
color  highlighted  by  rich  golden  overtones.  A very  rare  date,  in  fact,  one  of  the 
lowest  mintages  in  the  entire  $5  series.  In  addition  to  only  30  proofs  struck, 
only  a dozen  or  so  can  be  traced  today.  Two  of  these  are  in  institutions  and  at 
least  two  others  have  serious  problems.  A prime  American  rarity.

No  noticeable  hairlines, 
carbon  spots,  bright  spots  or  abrasions.  Very  few  proof  Half  Eagles  can  match 
this  one  in  terms  of  overall  quality.  Although  the  mintage  figure  for  the  1910 
shows  250  struck,  many  believe  that  this  was  either  a mint  error  or  many  of  the 
unsold  proofs  were  later  melted  as  this  coin  is  every  bit  as  rare  as  any  other  date 
in  the  series  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  1915.

Some 
faint  adjustment  marks  appear  on  the  rim,  below  the  date,  otherwise,  a defect-free  and 
problem-free  specimen.  We  also  note  a few  bag  marks  on  the  edge  of  the  shield  on  the 
reverse.  David  Akers  writes  about  the  1797  Heraldic  Eagle  $10;  "There  are  a number  of 
circulated  examples  known,  most  of  which  are  characterized  by  their  superior  reverse  and 
their  not  so  great  obverse."

A high  quality  early  Eagle  that  is  sure  to  stir  considerable 
bidder  interest.

It 
just  contains  too  many  light  handling  marks  in  the  fields  for  us  to  catalogue  this  much 
higher.  Struck  in  deep  greenish-color  gold,  and  overall  a nice  high  grade  example  of  this 
important  two-year  type  coin.

No  seri- 
ous scratches  or  nicks,  just  a quantity  of  light  impairments  take  this  out  of  the 
gem  class.  Nevertheless,  extremely  rare,  not  only  for  the  45  proofs  struck,  but 
as  the  second  lowest  mintage  of  any  gold  Eagle,  with  only  687  business  strikes 
minted.  In  fact,  research  shows  that  no  Mint  State  specimens  exist. 


962  1878.  Mint  State  60+.  A boldly  struck  specimen  with  sparkling  satiny  mint  surfaces  and 

golden-orange  mint  color  that  darkens  slightly  about  the  periphery.  Although  it  has  a 
lower  mintage,  and  the  "Guidebook”  does  not  distinguish  this  as  a particularly  rare  date 
in  Brilliant  Uncirculated  condition,  this  coin  is  decidedly  rare  in  this  high  grade. 


963  1883-0.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Well  struck  with  traces  of  mint  lustre  still  adhering 

about  the  devices.  Attractive  light  golden-orange  toning.  This  famous  Eagle  has 
the  distinction  of  not  only  having  the  lowest  figure  of  any  New  Orleans  Mint 
Eagle,  but  it  also  has  the  lowest  mintage  of  any  of  the  branch  mints.  Obviously, 
very  rare  due  to  its  low  mintage  of  only  800.  This  piece  is  considered  quite  high 
grade  and  ranks  among  the  top  dozen  or  so  known.  In  fact,  it  compares  quite 
favorably  with  the  Eliasberg  specimen.

967  1907  Wire  Edge,  With  Periods.  Mint  State  65+.  The  famous  St.  Gaudens  Indian 

design.  A needle-sharp  strike  with  beautiful  satiny  matte-like  mint  lustre  through- 
out and  exhibits  full  natural  greenish-golden  mint  bloom  color.  A splendid  gem 
with  virtual  perfection  throughout.  Free  from  serious  nicks  or  scratches  that  al- 
ways seem  to  accompany  this  issue.  Rare  and  always  in  demand,  both  for  the 
date  and  type,  as  this  was  the  initial  Eagle  design  with  a mere  500  specimens 
struck.  Many  numism.atists  and  cataloguers  consider  these  Matte  Proofs  with  a 
satin  finish.  However,  it  is  this  cataloguer's  opinion  that  although  they  are  cer- 
tainly not  business  strikes,  they  are  also  not  proofs  and  fall  somewhere  in  be- 
tween. All  the  specimens  that  we  have  seen  exhibit  the  fine  swirl  marks  which 
undoubtedly  show  that  the  planchets  were  specially  prepared,  but  not  in  the 
painstaking  manner  of  true  proofs.

"rolled"  or  "rounded."  Designed  by  Augustus  St.  Gaudens  probably  right  after 
the  wire  edge,  since  it  proved  impractical,  only  50  pieces  were  struck,  supposedly 
as  proofs  on  a special  metal  press,  but  eight  pieces  were  apparently  destroyed, 
making  a net  result  of  only  42  struck.  Regardless,  if  this  is  a true  proof  or  not, 
(the  same  holds  true  with  the  1907  Wire  Edge)  it  is  our  opinion  that  all  of  these 
were  specially  struck  coins  on  specially  prepared  dies,  but  not  done  in  the  same 
manner  as  true  proofs.  Regardless  of  the  nomenclature,  this  is  an  absolute  gem 
specimen,  boldly  struck  with  immaculate  satiny  mint  surfaces  throughout,  and 
exhibits  a natural  greenish-golden  mint  bloom  color.  This  gem  is  nearly  identical 
to  the  specimen  which  we  sold  in  the  Dr.  Jerry  Buss  Collection  Sale,  Lot  1930, 
which  we  catalogued  as  a candidate  for  Finest  Known.

Actually  this  coin  is  much  rarer  than  an  uncirculated  since  it  is  obvious 
that  the  1930-S  was  never  released  into  general  circulation  and  almost  the  entire 
mintage  was  melted  in  the  mid-1930's.  In  fact,  according  to  our  research,  we 
have  not  been  able  to  find  another  circulated  coin.  An  important  rarity  that  is 
certain  to  go  for  an  affordable  price.

Frosty  mint  lustre  throughout  and  with 
rich  golden-orange  mint  color.  An  exceptional  example,  and  totally  original.  In  great  de- 
mand as  the  first  year  of  the  regular  issue  Double  Eagle. 


973  1854-S.  Mint  State  63+.  A "salt  water  unc,"  well  struck  with  full  matte-like  surfaces,  a re- 

sult from  being  surmerged  in  salt  water  over  a length  of  time.  In  terms  of  technical  grading, 
this  coin  might  grade  several  points  higher,  as  it  has  immaculate  surfaces  and  is  nearly  bag 
mark  free.  However,  we  hesitate  to  call  it  a gem,  due  to  the  action  of  the  sea  water  which 
has  given  this  piece  the  smooth  matte-like  finish.  From  a small  group  of  Double  Eagles 
uncovered  in  the  mid-1970's  in  the  Pacific  Ocean,  near  Anacapa  Island.  This  example  is 
certainly  one  of  the  best  that  were  found.  Accompanied  by  an  ANACS  certificate  attesting 
to  its  authenticity.

974  1856-0.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Burnished.  Boldly  struck  and  quite  lustrous  exhibit- 

ing rich  golden  color.  Under  the  closest  scrutiny  with  a strong  glass,  we  suspect 
this  coin  was  lightly  burnished  at  one  time,  probably  to  remove  some  old 
scratches.  Nevertheless,  this  high  grade  specimen  has  plenty  of  "eye  appeal"  and 
as  such,  ranks  among  the  top  half  dozen  known  for  this  date,  perhaps  even  higher. 
This  is  one  of  the  classic  rarities  of  the  Double  Eagle  series.  It  is  not  only  the 
rarest  New  Orleans  Mint  $20  gold  coin,  but  with  the  exception  of  the  1882  busi- 
ness strike,  this  is  the  rarest  regular  issue  Double  Eagle,  in  fact,  probably  ranks 
about  the  same  rarity  as  the  proof-only  1883.  Less  than  20  known  pieces  in  all 
grades;  with  two  uncirculated  specimens  known,  of  which  one  was  the  example 
sold  by  us  in  1980  for  $300,000.  A great  rarity  that  should  attract  considerable 
attention  among  Double  Eagle  enthusiasts.

This 
is  not  a "salt  water  unc"  as  is  usually  seen  with  the  subdued  mint  lustre  and  slightly  gran- 
ular surfaces.  This  specimen  is  well  struck,  bright  and  frosty  with  full  original  golden- 
orange  mint  bloom  color.  A wonderful  example  of  the  popular  Type  1 Liberty  Head  design.

978  1875.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  A striking  coin,  magnificent  in  overall  appearance  with 

subdued  golden  color.  Some  faint  hairlines  are  noted  in  the  fields,  but  none  are 
very  serious  and  most  were  probably  on  the  planchet  during  striking.  From  the 
celebrated  Eliasberg  Sale,  where  the  coin  was  described  as  follows: 

"1875  Select  Brilliant  Proof  63.  A formidable  rarity  in  Proof  condition: 
only  20  were  struck,  only  seven  or  eight  exist.  Just  a single  coin  was  reported 
to  have  appeared  at  auction  during  a span  of  more  than  30  years!  Unlike  cer- 
tain other  1875  Proof  gold  coins  which  are  extremely  famous  as  few  additional 
pieces  were  made  for  circulation,  the  1875  double  eagle  has  a high  corres- 
ponding mintage  for  circulation:  295,720.  While  worn  pieces  are  plentiful 
enough.  Proofs  remain  indisputably  rare.  Of  the  few  examples  which  remain, 
two  are  in  museums,  several  others  have  impairments."

980  1883.  Brilliant  Proof  65+.  Full  undisturbed  "orange  peel"  effect  mirror  surfaces 

against  delicately  frosted  devices  with  rich  golden-orange  mint  color;  all  high- 
lighted by  a touch  of  golden-olive  highlights.  This  is  the  famous  Eliasberg  speci- 
men that  appeared  as  Lot  962,  and  is  described  as  follows: 

"1883  Gem  Proof  67.  One  of  the  most  famous  of  all  American  coins,  the  1883 
double  eagle  was  minted  only  to  the  extent  of  92  coins,  all  Proofs.  No  corresponding 
business  strikes  were  made  for  circulation. 

"David  Akers  notes  that  for  a number  of  years  the  mintage,  consisting  entirely  of 
Proofs  as  noted,  was  believed  to  be  only  40  coins,  but  later  research  augmented  this 
figure  by  52  additional  pieces.  This  is  perhaps  a moot  point,  for  it  is  not  at  all  certain 
that  92,  or  even  close  to  that  number  reached  the  hands  of  collectors.  Today  only  15 
or  so  specimens  can  be  traced.  Two  of  these  are  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  one  is 
owned  by  the  American  Numismatic  Society,  and  several  others  are  damaged  or  impaired. 

"A  landmark  among  nineteenth  century  American  gold  coins,  the  appearance  of  an 
1883  double  eagle  on  the  market  has  always  created  attention.  As  might  be  expected, 
such  appearances  are  few  and  far  between.  Many  of  the  classic  collections  formed  years 
ago  lacked  an  1883  Proof  double  eagle,  simply  because  branch  mint  coins  were  inexpen- 
sively available.  The  Dunham  Collection  is  an  example;  the  1883  double  eagle  is  repre- 
sented by  the  San  Francisco  Mint  coin  in  Fine  to  Very  Fine  grade. 

"A  prime  classic  and  one  of  the  most  spectacular  pieces  in  the  present  listing." 

We  do  not  see  how  a finer  specimen  of  this  great  rarity  could  exist.  The  coin 
realized  $88,000.

981  1884.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  A magnificent  two-toned  specimen,  a result  of  brilliant 

mirror  surfaces  against  frosted  devices  and  exhibiting  deep  golden  orange  mint 
color.  An  absolutely  breathtaking  specimen!  A minute  coppery  toning  spot  is 
noted  between  the  4th  and  5th  star  on  the  obverse  and  is  mentioned  merely 
for  diagnostic  purposes  to  assure  that  the  coin  is  always  identifiable.  This  is  the 
famous  Eliasberg  specimen  that  was  offered  as  Lot  965,  where  it  was  described 
as  follows: 

"1884  Choice  Proof  65.  Another  exceedingly  rare  and  very  famous  double  eagle. 
Closely  related  to  the  1883  Proof,  the  1884  was  minted  only  to  the  extent  of  71  coins, 
all  Proofs.  No  comparable  issues  were  struck  for  circulation.  It  is  not  certain  that  all 
71  proofs  reached  the  hands  of  collectors,  for  today  about  a dozen  to  15  coins  can  be 
traced  in  all.  No  matter  which  way  the  issue  is  examined,  it  emerges  in  the  forefront 
of  American  gold  rarities. 

"Walter  Breen  makes  a colorful  comment  that  "This  date  has  been  subject  to  hys- 
terical trumpetings  of  rarity  since  the  fact  came  out  in  1946  that  the  extraordinary 
F.  C.  C.  Boyd  Collection  lacked  an  1884." 

"Of  the  few  known  specimens,  at  least  three  possibly  four,  are  in  museums  and 
another  half  dozen  or  so  show  serious  impairment.  The  number  of  Choice  Proofs  sur- 
viving today  is  very  small.  Certainly  this  is  one  of  the  finest  known  examples  of  one  of 
the  most  important  rarities  in  the  series. 

"It  is  interesting  to  note  that  William  Forrester  Dunham  had  no  1884  Proof  double 
eagle,  but  rather,  filled  the  slot  with  a Carson  City  Mint  issue  of  the  same  year  in  Very 
Fine  grade. 

"A  splendid,  beautiful  cameolike  specimen  of  the  1884  double  eagle.^  Another 
numismatic  prize  which  will  be  forever  remembered  by  specialists  in  the  series.

One  minor 
mark  below  the  ear  of  Liberty  is  the  only  one  worthy  of  mention.  A choice  high  grade 
example  of  a very  scarce  low  mintage  date.

983  MCMVIl  (1907)  St.  Gaudens  Roman  Numerals,  Extremely  High  Relief  (Ultra 
High  Relief)  with  the  Edge  Device  Inverted.  Roman  Finish.  Proof  65+. 

Struck  in  extra  high  relief,  double  the  thickness  of  the  regular  issue.  The  relief  is  high  and 
the  design  is  so  dished  that  the  word  LIBERTY  and  the  stars  on  the  obverse,  and  the  legend 
on  the  reverse  are  actually  at  an  angle.  The  extremely  high  wire  ("razor  edge”)  is  caused  by 
the  concaveness  which  connects  the  fields  directly  to  the  edge.  A characteristic  lint  mark  on 
the  reverse  sun,  as  seen  on  all  genuine  lettered  edge  "Ultra  High  Reliefs."  This  gem  must  rank 
with  the  best.  An  absolutely  superb  specimen  of  one  of  the  most  famous  American  rarities, 
and  one  of  the  most  beautiful  gold  coins  of  all  time.  Listed  as  Judd-1778,  reportedly  22 
specimens  originally  struck,  although  only  about  15  in  all  are  still  known.  (Two  of  the  22 
v/vere  then  melted.)  This  is  the  only  specimen  with  the  edge  device  spelled  out  E PLURIBUS 
UNUM  inverted.  A/jso/ufe/y  unique. 

The  association  between  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  and  Augustus  St.  Gaudens  has 
been  well  documented.  President  Roosevelt,  long  a student  of  antiquities,  expressed  an  in- 
terest in  the  beauty  of  the  high  relief  coins  struck  by  the  Greeks.  It  has  been  suggested  by 
more  than  one  cataloguer  that  Augustus  St.  Gaudens  was  inspired  in  creating  the  artistic 
beauty  of  this  coin  by  the  famous  "Winged  Victory  of  Samothrace"  now  in  the  Louvre,  and 
is  also  shown  on  an  ancient  Greek  coin  of  Thrace.  (Sear  No.  6762.) 
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In  1905,  at  a dinner  with  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  and  St.  Gaudens,the  President 
discussed  the  beauty  of  the  high  relief  coins  of  ancient  Greece.  The  two  men  found  them- 
selves in  agreement  as  to  the  lacklustre  appearance  of  the  current  United  States  design. 
President  Roosevelt,  then  and  there,  asked  St.  Gaudens  to  prepare  designs  for  the  new  gold 
coins.  It  was  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  United  States  Mint  that  a sculptor  was  asked 
to  prepare  designs  for  a new  coinage.  This  helped  to  fuel  the  ongoing  feud  between  the  chief 
engraver,  Charles  Barber  and  St.  Gaudens,  particularly  since  St.  Gaudens  was  being  commis- 
sioned directly  by  the  President.  Bearing  in  mind  the  artistic  beauty  of  the  coin  to  be  minted, 
the  great  sculptor  produced  a design  claiming  equal  distinction  with  the  most  exquisitely 
beautiful  coin  ever  minted  in  the  world.  The  first  design,  the  so-called  “Ultra  High  Relief"  was 
experimental  in  nature  and  required  many  blows  on  the  metal  press,  with  an  annealing  between 
each  impression,  to  strike  up  the  coins  properly.  All  of  the  coins  were  distributed  to  President 
Roosevelt  and  to  other  high  officials  of  the  mint.  One  specimen  was  retained  by  Augustus 
St.  Gaudens. 

Of  the  15  or  so  known  "Ultra  High  Reliefs,"  virtually  all  of  these  were  struck  with  edge 
lettering  which  stands  upward  when  the  coin  rests  on  its  obverse.  Two  unique  varieties  are 
known,  one  with  a plain  edge,  and  this  specimen  with  the  edge  lettering  inverted. 

When  the  mint  stated  that  the  relief  was  too  high,  as  indeed  it  was,  the  design  was  modi- 
fied to  the  regular  high  relief.  In  addition,  the  sun  on  the  reverse  has  14  rays,  as  opposed  to 
the  regular  high  relief  coin  that  has  only  13  rays  extending  from  the  sun.  The  other  minor 
change  is  the  size  of  the  Capitol  building  behind  Liberty.  It  was  enlarged  slightly  on  the 
modified  high  relief  design.  Eventually,  the  regular  high  relief  also  had  striking  problems  as 
well  as  banking  problems,  and  the  design  was  considerably  flattened  later  that  year  and  the 
Roman  numerals  completely  eliminated.  It  was  then  that  the  pieces  could  be  produced  at 
high  speed  on  modern  production  presses. 

The  exact  number  of  pieces  struck  is  not  actually  known  and  opinions  do  vary.  Adams 
and  Woodin  stated  that  "Eighteen  pieces  are  said  to  have  been  struck."  Howland  Wood  in 
an  article  in  the  1909  "Numismatist"  indicated  that  "Thirteen  coins  were  struck."  An  arti- 
cle in  the  1920  "Numismatist"  indicated  that  nineteen  pieces  were  struck,  two  of  which 
were  destroyed  in  mint  tests,  and  similar  information  is  quoted  by  Dr.  Judd.  Other  estimates 
have  placed  this  number  at  sixteen  to  twenty -two.  According  to  David  Akers'  "United  States 
Gold  Patterns:  An  Analysis  of  Auction  Records,"  "Whatever  the  actual  original  mintage,  I 
estimate  that  approximately  thirteen  to  fifteen  are  known  today." 

This  piece  is  the  unique  coin  that  was  part  of  the  1907  and  1908  gold  coin  set  called 
"The  Rarest  Set  of  Gold  Coins  in  the  World"  that  was  marketed  by  Stack's  in  early  1980. 
The  set  was  originally  placed  on  public  exhibition  for  the  first  time  at  the  1956  ANA  Con- 
vention in  Chicago. 

Combining  the  highest  rarity  with  its  interesting  historical  background,  the  Ex- 
tremely High  Relief  $20  is  an  outstanding  numismatic  prize  that  will  prove  to  be 
a most  gratifying  source  of  possession  to  its  new  owner.

984  1907  High  Relief,  Roman  Numerals  (MCMVIl),  Wire  Rim.  Mint  State  60.  A very  pleasing 

specimen  with  bright  frosty  mint  surfaces.  Some  minor  contact  marks  appear  in  the  fields, 
but  none  are  too  serious.  Although  not  a gem,  this  is  a lovely  Brilliant  Uncirculated  speci- 
men, and  a fine  representative  of  the  "World's  Most  Beautiful  Gold  Coin."

This  coin  has  plenty 
of  "eye  appeal"  and  is  worth  close  to  the  uncirculated  price.

ly slipped  into  circulation  for  awhile  as  it  exhibits  some  rubbing  on  the  high  points  and  a 
good  quantity  of  contact  marks  throughout  the  fields  and  rims.  Also  cleaned  at  one  time. 
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987  1907  Arabic  Numerals.  Mint  State  60.  Struck  in  low  relief,  as  all  coins  of  this  date,  thus 

giving  the  coin  a somewhat  "mushy”  appearance.  Nonetheless,  the  surfaces  are  bright  and 
lustrous  with  a rich  golden  mint  bloom  color.

This  is  one  of  the  highest  grade  examples  of  this  rare  date 
to  be  offered  for  sale  at  auction  in  quite  some  time.  In  fact,  the  only  other  time 
that  we  have  had  the  privilege  of  offering  an  uncirculated  specimen  was  the  gem 
that  was  featured  in  our  1984  Premier  Sale  that  fetched  a record  $57,500!

rich  mint  bloom  color.  Some  miscellaneous  bag  marks  are  on  the  legs  of  Liberty;  in  no 
way  do  these  detract  from  the  overall  beauty  of  this  lovely  gem.

at  the  center  of  an  1847  Mexico  8 Reales  Durango  Mint  silver  piece.  Listed  as 
Taxay  P.G.-102.  From  Bowers  and  Ruddys'  sale  of  the  Henry  H.  Clifford  Col- 
lection of  March  1982,  Lot  1 10.  Listed  as  follows: 

"The  obverse  and  reverse  of  the  counterstamp  are  from  the  regular  1851 
five  dollar  dies,  with  the  name  erroneously  spelled  as  SHU  LTS  on  the  coronet. 
The  designs  are  patterned  after  the  contemporary  American  five  dollar  issue. 

"In  gold  the  1851  issue  was  one  of  the  major  rarities  in  the  series.  Edgar  H. 
Adams  was  able  to  locate  only  three  gold  examples  when  he  studied  the  coin- 
age years  ago.  The  present  silver  impression  on  a Mexican  8 Reales  piece  is 
unique.  The  uniqueness  in  this  instance  is  compounded  by  the  extreme  rarity 
of  the  piece  in  the  regular  metal  of  coinage,  gold,  coupled  with  the  spectacular 
appearance  of  this  overstrike.  If  a prize  were  to  be  awarded  for  a show  piece 
among  territorial  trial  strikings,  this  item  would  probably  win  it  hands  down. 
Interestingly,  the  reverse  die  is  broken  at  the  border  above  GOLD,  indicating 
that  this  may  be  one  of  the  last  impressions  from  the  die.  A truly  fantastic 
item!

Beginning  with  Auction  ’85,  we  have  adopted  the  practice  of  grading 
both  obverse  and  reverse  of  every  lot,  still  using  the  numerical  system  that 
we  pioneered  nearly  two  decades  ago.  Because  there  can  still  be  a signifi- 
cant variance  in  perceived  quality  between  two  coins  of  the  same  numeri- 
cal grade,  we  are  also  using  a to  distinguish  a coin  at  the  “high  end”  of 
a particular  numerical  classification.  Thus  a coin  we  have  graded  “65+”  is 
an  MS-65  coin  but  one  that  is  noticeably  betterthan  most  other  coinsthat 
technically  merit  the  65  grade.  It  is  not,  however,  a 67  quality  coin  but 
rather  a coin  at  the  top  of  the  65  scale  and  thus  worth  perhaps  a premium 
over  a normal  65  specimen.  This  attempt  at  precision  is  not  meantto  con- 
fuse but  instead  is  aimed  at  providing  the  bidder  with  the  most  accurate 
possible  numerical  depiction  of  thestateof  preservation  of  thecoin  being 
described.  For  those  preferring  the  long  established  adjectival  descrip- 
tions, we  have  continued  to  provide  those  as  well  as  a numerical  grade. 
The  correlation  between  adjectives  and  numbers,  as  Paramount  uses 
them,  is  as  follows; 

a)  Superb  (Uncirculated  or  Proof):  69/69;  67/69;  69/67;  67/67 

b)  Gem  (Uncirculated  or  Proof):  65/67;  67/65;  65/65 

c)  Very  Choice  (Uncirculated  or  Proof);  65/63;  63/65 

d)  Choice  (Uncirculated  or  Proof);  63/63 

e)  No  adjective,  just  Uncirculated  or  Proof;  60/63;  63/60;  60/60 

Of  course,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  numbers  and  standard  adjectives. 
Paramount  gives  a description  that  focuses  on  the  factors  that  most  in- 
fluence value,  i.e.  strike,  lustre,  color  and  noticeable  or  detracting  marks. 
By  combining  all  these  factors,  numerical  grade  (both  sides),  adjectival 
grade,  and  description  we  hope  to  have  presented  as  thorough  a picture 
as  possible  of  a coin’s  overall  appearance  and  technical  state  of  preserva- 
tion so  that  the  potential  bidder  can  effectively  determine  what  the  coin 
being  described  is  worth  to  him.

Small 
Sails  variety.  Slightly  clipped  planchet  at  7:00  o’clock.  The  usual 
green  oxidation  but  still  of  higher  quality  than  most  specimens.  In 
particular,  this  piece  is  finer  than  either  the  Garrett  or  Roper  speci- 
mens, the  latterat  $2750  in  December  1983.  The  hog  and  ship  are  both 
quite  sharp  and  show  substantial  detail.  The  word  “SOMMER”  in  the 
obverse  legend  is  partially  missing  but  the  remaining  letters  are  in- 
tact.

In  our  opinion  the 
1662  date  is  the  result  of  a die  cutting  error,  ratherthan  the  actual  year  of  mint- 
age.) This  piece  is  quite  exceptional  in  all  respects.  It  is  very  sharp  and  istoned  a 
nice  even  grey  and  gold  color.  The  planchet  is  slightly  wavy  (as  are  virtually  all 
specimens)  but  there  are  no  detracting  marks,  in  fact,  almost  no  marks  of  any 
kind. 


1024.  1652  Oak  Tree  Shilling,  Very  Fine.  Noe  13,  very  late  die  state.  Slightly  clipped 
planchet  affecting  none  of  the  obverse  legend  and  only  the  very  top  of  LA  of 
ENGLAND  on  the  reverse.  Slightly  wavy,  as  are  all  authentic  pieces,  and  very 
well  centered.  Light  to  medium  grey  and  gold  toning.

Medium  grey 
with  gold  highlights.  Planchet  clip  affecting  some  letters  of  the  legends  on  both 
sides.  Evidence  of  repair,  especially  around  some  of  the  letters.  (Plate) 


1029.  1652  Pine  Tree  Shilling,  Very  Fine  - Extremely  Fine.  Small  planchet,  Noe  30. 
Light  to  medium  grey  and  gold  toning.  Small  planchet  clip,  well  centered.  The 
tops  of  some  letters  in  the  legend  are  missing  but  this  is  true  of  all  specimens 
since  they  were  struck  from  dies  that  were  too  large  for  the  planchets.  Authenti- 
cated and  graded  EF-40  by  INSAB. 
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1030.  (1688)  American  Plantations  Token,  Extremely  Fine.  Original,  sideways  4 in  de- 
nomination (1/24  Part  Real),  struck  in  tin.  Moderate  tin  pest  with  a few  notice- 
able bumps  in  the  obverse  field  and  one  largeroneatthe  reverse  border.  Little,  if 
any,  real  wear.  Unpriced  in  the  Red  Book  and  really  very  rare.  Ex  Roper  Sale 
(Stack’s,  12/83),  Lot  71. 


1031.  (1688)  American  Plantations  Token,  Uncirculated.  Restrike,  made  in  1828  by 
Matthew  Young,  an  English  coin  dealer.  Sharply  struck  with  mostof  theoriginal 
“silver”  color  intact,  especially  on  the  obverse.  Like  the  previous  lot,  this  piece  is 
from  the  Roper  Collection,  Lot  70. 


VERY  RARE  PROOF  VIRGINIA  “PENNY” 


1032.  1773  Pattern  Halfpenny  (so-called  “Penny”),  Choice  Proof.  A lovely  coin  with  a 
full  strike,  excellent  centering,  a wire  edge  and  sharply  defined  beading.  Superb 
rich  chocolate  brown  color  with  iridescent  blue,  gold  and  violet  highlights.  No 
spotting,  marks  or  problems.

Much 
nicer  than  the  typically  available  G-VG  specimen. 

The  1792  Half  Disme  is  generally  considered  to  be  the  first  U.S.  coin.  It  was 
designed  and  engraved  by  Robert  Birch  and,  as  numismatic  tradition  would 
have  it,  was  minted  from  George  Washington’s  own  personal  silverware.  Over 
the  years  It  has  also  become  part  of  numismatic  lore  that  the  figure  of  Liberty  on 
the  obverse  is  actually  a portrait  of  Martha  Washington.  Only  an  estimated 
1,500-2,000  pieces  were  minted  and  it  is  likely  that  only  50-75  still  exist  today, 
virtually  all  of  them  in  very  low  grade.  A piece  of  this  quality  should  realize  a mid- 
four  figure  bid. 


1067.  1832,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Sharply  struck  and  beautifully  toned.  The 
centers  are  light  gold  and  blend  to  deep  russet,  blue  and  greenish  gold  at  the 
border.

The  coin  is  very  sharply  struck  and 
has  lustrous,  frosty  surfaces  that  are  amazingly  free  of  even  the  most 
insignificant  marks.  A true  “wonder  coin”  that  could  not  be  improved 
upon  in  any  meaningful  way.

The  colors  on  this  radiant  proof  defy  adequate  description  and  are  a 
lustrous  mixture  of  deep  blue,  gold  and  violet.

A “flashy”  and  impressive 
specimen  with  a razor  sharp  strike  and  radiant  lustre.  (Plate)

1200.  1917-D,  Type  One,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Full  head  and  shield.  Medium 
golden  toning.  (Plate) 
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1201.  1917-S,  Type  One,  Superb  Uncirculated  (67/67).  Full  head  and  shield;  boldly 
struck  in  all  respects.  Medium  grey  and  gold  toning  and  nearly  flawless  matte- 
like surfaces.  Much  rarer  than  the  Philadelphia  Mint  issue  of  this  type  although 
current  price  levels  do  not  adequately  reflect  that  fact. 


1202.  1918-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Full  shield  and  virtually  full  head.  A little 
softly  struck  across  Miss  Liberty’s  middle.  The  satiny  surfaces  are  very  clean 
and  have  just  a touch  of  light  toning. 


SUPERB  AND  RARE  FULL  HEAD  1919-S  QUARTER 


1203.  1919-S,  Superb  Uncirculated  (67/67).  Full  head  and  shield,  superb 
overall  strike.  Nearly  flawless  satiny  surfaces  with  lustrous,  deep  mul- 
ticolored toning;  an  amazing  coin  with  outstanding  “eye  appeal.”  This 
is  easily  one  of  the  two  or  three  best  examples  of  this  rare  date  that  we 
have  seen.  It  is  surpassed  (and  just  slightly)  only  by  the  Fairfield  speci- 
men that  brought  a then  remarkable  $3000  in  1977.

A com- 
pletely original  coin,  never  cleaned,  dipped  or  “tampered  with”  in  any  way.  This 
is  by  far  the  rarest  and  most  desirable  issue  of  the  series.  Only  436,800  were 
minted,  second  lowest  figure  of  the  series  after  the  (more  common)  1932-S. 

1207.  1932-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/67).  This  is  one  of  the  nicest  examples  of  this 
date  we’ve  seen  and  it  is  certainly  the  prettiest.  It  is  fully  struck  with  superb  multi- 
colored iridescent  toning,  just  a few  miniscule  obverse  marks  and  a virtually  per- 
fect reverse.  The  lowest  mintage  Washington  Quarter;  just  408,000  were  struck.

1211.  1822,  2 over  1,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/63+).  A lovely  coin,  virtually  in  the  gem 
class  and  so  graded  when  it  appeared  in  the  Halsell  Sale  in  March  1984.  The  coin 
is  very  sharply  struck  and  has  beautiful  light  golden  toning  with  afew  highlights 
of  blue  and  violet.  As  Norman  Stack  noted  in  the  Halsell  catalogue,  this  piece 
was  called  the  “finest  known  Beistle  8 H”  (Overton  101)  when  it  appeared  in  a 
1963  New  Netherlands  Sale.  Ex  Halsell,  Turrini,  Bauman  Collections. 
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1212.  1823,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Very  sharply  struck  with  all  but  the  last  two 
stars  showing  all  their  radial  lines.  Lustrous,  frosty  surfaces  and  beautiful 
natural  multicolored  toning  about  the  periphery. 

1213.  1824,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Well  struck  and  centered.  Absolutely  beauti- 
ful greenish  gold,  blue  and  russet  toning.  (Plate)

1214.  1826,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Beautiful  medium  grey  toning  with  highlights 
of  gold  and  russet.

Not  especially  rare 
as  a date  but,  in  this  gem  condition,  any  silvercoin  of  the  1840’scan  legitimately 
be  called  very  scarce,  if  not  rare. 
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VERY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1850-0  HALF  DOLLAR 


1220.  1850-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  A very  well  struck  specimen  with 
splendid  frosty  surfaces  and  superb  natural  medium  grey  and  gold 
toning.  Not  a particularly  rare  date  in  lesser  grades,  but  in  this  condi- 
tion the  1850-0  is  really  very  rare.  Without  question,  this  is  the  finest 
example  of  this  date  that  we  have  ever  seen.

1224.  1856-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  A really  marvelous  0-Mint  Half  Dollar  with 
superbly  lustrous  satiny  surfaces  and  light  golden  toning.  The  strike  is  a little 
weak  in  places  (top  and  right  stars  and  Liberty’s  head,  eagle’s  right  talons)  but 
this  is  not  unusual  for  the  date.  A fairly  common  date  but  almost  never  seen 
this  nice. 


1225.  1860-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Unusually  well  struck  with  full  hairdetail  on 
Miss  Liberty,  bold  stars  and  full  feathers  and  talons  on  the  eagle.  The  lustrous, 
frosty  surfaces  are  overlaid  with  very  attractive  light  to  medium  gold  and  lilac 
toning.  One  of  the  nicest  examples  of  this  issue  we’ve  seen. 
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1226.  1861,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Light  golden  toning  throughout  with  darker 
golden  brown  at  the  border.  Fully  struck,  as  sharp  in  nearly  all  respects  as  a 
proof.  Lustrous,  semi-prooflike  fields  that  have  a few  light  die  striations  (as 
made)  and  almost  no  marks.  A nice  type  coin  for  someone  needing  a gem  quality 
No  Motto  Half. 


RARE  1861  CSA  RESTRIKE  HALF  DOLLAR 


1 227.  1 861 , Confederate  States  of  America  Reverse  (Scott  Restrike),  Choice  Uncircu- 
lated. By  the  nature  of  the  way  these  coins  were  struck,  it  is  not  practical  to  give 
one  a numerical  grade.  The  obverse  is  toned  a medium  grey  and  gold  and  has 
the  usual  flatness  and  detail  of  an  EF  coin  but  the  reverse  is  very  sharp  and  fully 
lustrous  with  beautiful  golden  toning.  One  of  the  better  ones  we’ve  seen. 

There  were  only  four  original  CS  of  A Half  Dollars  struck  in  1861  but  dealer 
J.W.  Scott  and  Company  obtained  the  dies  some  years  later  (after  1879)  and 
using  real  1861-0  Half  Dollars,  they  created  this  restrike  by  planing  off  the  re- 
verse and  striking  the  coins  with  the  Confederate  die.  (The  striking  caused  a flat- 
tening of  the  obverse  design  and  this  is  characteristic  of  all  known  specimens, 
including  this  one.)  Reportedly  500  “restrikes”  were  made  along  with  a like 
number  of  pieces  having  a “Token”  obverse.

1231.  1873-S,  Arrows  At  Date,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/65+).  An  amazing 
example  of  this  date  and  surely  a strong  candidate  for  “Finest  Known”. 
(At  least,  we  have  never  seen  its  equal.)  The  coin  is  fully  struck  and  the 
nearly  pristine  surfaces  have  a delicate  satiny  sheen  and  just  a trace  of 
light  toning. 

This  specimen  is  from  NERCA’s  November  1977  Sale,  Lot  588,  and 
previously  from  NERCA’s  Publik  II  Sale  (July  1976).  Prior  to  that  it 
appeared  in  Bowers  and  Ruddy’s  Austin  Collection  Sale  (1974)  and 
Terrell  Collection  Sale  (1973).  In  the  1977  NERCA  Sale  where  it  last 
appeared,  it  realized  a whopping  $3500.  (To  put  that  price  in  perspec- 
tive, at  the  same  sale  a beautifully  toned  proof  1874  Arrows  Half 
brought  $1050.  Today  it  would  be  a $6000-$7000  coin!)  Since  1977,  a 
few  other  uncs  of  this  date  have  appeared  on  the  market  but  nothing 
that  could  begin  to  compare  with  this  piece.  With  comparable  quality 
1873  and  1874  Arrows  Halves  bringing  prices  in  the  $5000- $6000 
range,  this  coin,  which  is  literally  a hundred  times  as  rare,  should 
realize  twice  or  more  that  amount.  And  still  be  a bargain!  (Color  Plate) 


BEAUTIFULLY  TONED  SUPERB  UNCIRCULATED 
1875-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1232.  1875-S,  Superb  Uncirculated  (67/67).  Here  is  a really  exceptional 
coin  that  ranks  with  the  nicest  examples  of  this  type  that  we  have 
seen.  It  is  very  sharply  struck  (except  for  several  left  obverse  stars) 
and  has  absolutely  radiant  satiny  surfaces  that  are  remarkably  free  of 
even  the  minutest  of  abrasions.  The  natural  toning  is  simply  gorgeous 
and  we  do  not  hesitate  in  calling  this  a “wonder  coin.”  If  you  like 
beautifully  toned,  nearly  flawless  coins  we  feel  confident  in  saying 
that  you’ll  love  this  one.  (Color  Plate) 
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1233.  1877,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/65+).  Softly  struck  in  thecenters,  especially 
on  the  obverse,  but  sharp  elsewhere  with  well  defined  stars  and  head  of  Liberty. 
Beautiful  light  golden  brown  toning.  Fine  obverse  hairlines  but  no  abrasions  on 
either  side.  In  fact,  the  reverse,  except  for  the  weak  strike,  is  very  close  to  perfect.

RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1880  HALF  DOLLAR 


1234.  1880,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/67).  Fully  prooflike  but  obviously  a gem  business 
strike  (hence  more  rare)  and  not  a proof.  Boldly  struck  with  outstanding  “flash” 
and  lustre  and  beautiful  russet  peripheral  toning.  Low  mintage  of  only  9,755 
pieces,  a figure  that  includes  1,355  proofs.  Since  proofs  were  intended  to  be 
saved  and  uncs  have  survived  only  by  accident,  proofsof  this  date  (and  others  in 
the  1879-1890  period  as  well)  are  much  more  readily  obtainable  than  uncs  like 
this  one. 


1235.  1883,  Gem  Proof  (65/65).  Satiny  devices  and  deep  mirror  fields;  light  golden 
toning.  1 00%  fully  struck  with  lots  of  “flash”  and  “eye  appeal”  despite  a few  trivial 
marks.  One  of  1,039  proofs  minted. 


1236.  1896,  Proof  (65+/67).  Deep  sea  green,  blue,  gold  and  russet  obverse  toning  and 
lighter  golden  brown  reverse  toning.  Razor  sharp  details,  square  edge  and  deep 
mirror  fields.  The  reverse  is  essentially  flawless,  the  obverse  very  nearly  so.  A 
remarkable,  original  specimen,  one  of  just  762  proofs  struck. 
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RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1896-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1237.  1896-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Satiny  surfaces,  an  absolutely  full  strike  and 
light  russet  toning.  This  is  one  of  the  Barber  Half  Dollar  series’  premier  issues 
and  it  is  almost  never  available  in  true  gem  condition.  Although  the  Half  is  over- 
shadowed by  the  Quarter  of  the  same  date  and  mint,  any  Barber  coin  specialist 
knows  that  the  Half  is  actually  rarer  than  the  Quarter  in  MS-65  condition  despite 
the  significantly  higher  price  of  the  latter. 

VERY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1899-0  HALF  DOLLAR 


1238.  1899-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/67).  Exceptional  strike  for  an  Q-Mint  Half  Dollar 
of  this  period;  in  fact,  the  strike  is  as  sharp  as  most  Philadelphia  Mint  issues.  The 
coin  also  has  outstanding  lustreand  beautiful  light  golden  toning. The  reverse  is 
completely  free  of  marks  and  the  obverse  has  only  a few  very  trivial  ones.  Over- 
all, this  is  easily  one  of  the  better  examples  of  this  date  that  we  have  seen.  It 
should  also  be  noted  that  the  1899-0  is  one  of  the  rarest  dates  of  the  entire 
series;  true  uncs  are  seldom  available  and  a real  gem  like  this  one  is  almost 
never  offered  for  sale. 


1239.  1901,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/67).  A superb  satiny  gem  with  wonderfully  clean 
surfaces  and  beautiful  light  to  medium  golden  brown  and  violet  toning.  Surpris- 
ingly rare  in  this  grade  because  years  ago  anyone  putting  together  a set  of 
Barber  Half  Dollars  almost  always  opted  for  a proof  of  this  date.  As  a result, 
gem  quality  business  strikes  were  seldom  saved.  Just  try  finding  another  gem  of 
this  date  or  a gem  unc  of,  say,  1900,  1902,  1903  or  1904.  Lots  of  luck! 
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VERY  RARE,  FULLY  PROOFLIKE  GEM  1901-0  HALF  DOLLAR 


1240.  1901-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Very  well  struck  for  the  date  de- 
spite some  weakness  on  the  eagle’s  wing.  (0-Mint  Barber  Half  Dollars 
are  notoriously  poorly  struck,  especially  the  1900-0,  1901-0  and 
1902-0.)  The  fields  are  fully  prooflike  and  very  clean  and  the  natural 
reddish  brown  and  violet  toning  is  particularly  appealing.  Definitely 
one  of  the  rarest  issues  of  the  series  and  probably  unobtainable  any 
finer  than  this.  (Color  Plate) 


VERY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1901-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1241.  1901-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/67+).  Boldly  struck  and  fully  proof  like. 
The  natural  toning  is  a superb  light  golden  brown  highlighted  with 
traces  of  violet.  The  obverse  has  some  light  bagmarks,  the  only  really 
noticeable  of  which  is  to  the  right  of  theearlobe,  but  the  reverse  is  vir- 
tually flawless  and  incredibly  beautiful.  On  balance,  this  is  certainly 
one  of  the  “flashiest”  1901-S  Half  Dollars  we  have  encountered.  Very 
rare  in  this  outstanding  condition  and  one  of  the  most  popular  and 
desirable  dates  in  the  series.

1242.  1904-S,  Superb  Uncirculated  (67/67).  A completely  original  speci- 
men with  a very  sharp  strike,  creamy  satiny  surfaces  that  are  almost 
completely  free  of  marks,  and  magnificent  multicolored  toning  at  the 
border.  Certainly  one  of  the  finest  known  examples  of  this  date,  pos- 
sibly even  the  finest  when  overall  “eye  appeal’’  is  considered. 

The  Barber  Half  Dollar  series  is  one  of  our  favorites  and  it  is  replete 
with  many  dates  that  are  extremely  hard,  if  not  virtually  impossible,  to 
find  in  gem  condition.  The  1904-S  is  one  of  these  dates  and  over  the 
last  20  years  we  could  count  on  one  hand  the  number  of  true  gems  we 
have  seen.  Several  other  dates  in  the  series  could  also  be  considered

but,  in  our  experience,  the  1904-S  is  at  least  as  rare  as  any  of  the  others 
and  possibly  more  so.  Here  then  is  an  unusual  opportunity  to  acquire 
what  may  be  the  finest  known  example  of  the  date  we  consider  to  be 
the  rarest  date  in  a really  great  series.

1243.  1906,  Gem  Proof  (65/65).  Exceptional  strike  and  brilliance.  Light  golden  toning 
and  only  a few  very  faint  hairlines.  675  proofs  struck. 
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LOVELY  GEM  MINT  STATE  1906-D  HALF  DOLLAR 


1244.  1906-D,  Superb  Uncirculated  (67/67).  Barber  Half  Dollars  are  among  our  favor- 
ite coins  when  they  look  like  this.  The  satiny  surfaces  are  creamy  smooth  and 
flawless  and  are  enhanced  by  absolutely  beautiful  natural  toning,  light  gold  in 
the  centers  blending  to  somewhat  darker,  more  iridescent  multicolored  toning 
at  the  borders.  Not  as  rare  as  some  other  dates  in  the  series  but  many  times  more 
rare  than  an  1892  for  example. 


INCREDIBLE  1906-0  BARBER  HALF  DOLLAR 


1245.  1906-0,  Superb  Uncirculated  (67/67+).  A magnificent  quality  coin  with  truly 
extraordinary  color.  The  incredibly  lustrous  and  virtually  flawless  surfaces  have 
various  iridescent  shades  of  violet,  russet,  golden  brown,  blue  and  greenish 
gold.  The  strike  is  remarkable  for  an  0-Mint  Barber  Half  Dollar,  100%  full  with  a 
sharp  square  edge  like  a proof.  The  1906-0  is  a moderately  rare  date  as  Barber 
Halves  go  and  this  ranks  with  the  finest  quality  examples  we’ve  seen.  (Because 
of  the  toning,  it  is  undeniably  far  and  away  the  prettiest!)  (Color  Plate) 


1246.  1907-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/67).  A fully  struck  and  lustrous  specimen  with 
superb  original  russet  and  pale  blue  green  toning  about  the  periphery  and  de- 
vices. The  satiny  surfaces  are  extremely  choice  and  free  of  marks,  especially  the 
reverse  which  is  nearly  perfect.  Although  not  one  of  the  more  revered  dates  in 
this  series,  the  1907-D  is  really  quite  rare  in  full  MS-65  condition  and  this  particu- 
lar piece  is  definitely  one  of  the  better  ones  we’ve  seen.

It  is  fully  struck  with  lustrous, 
frosty  surfaces  and  the  most  beautiful  multicolored  toning  imaginable.  The  re- 
verse is  especially  attractive.  In  recent  years,  the  1907-S  has  finally  come  to  be 
respected  as  the  rare  date  that  it  is,  nearly  as  rare  as  the  small  group  of  premier 
dates  we  mentioned  when  discussing  the  1904-S.

1248.  1909,  Superb  Proof  (69/69).  Amazing,  simply  amazing!  This  proof  is 
as  close  to  perfection  as  we’ve  seen.  Careful  examination  under  a 
powerful  glass  shows  not  the  slightest  flaw  anywhere  on  the  entire 
coin.  The  strike  is  100%  full  and  the  mirror  fields  have  fantastic  depth 
to  them.  The  toning  is  a kaleidoscope  of  iridescent  colors  with  the 
reverse  being  incomparably  beautiful.  Descriptions  and  flowery  ad- 
jectives fail  to  do  complete  justice  to  this  coin  so  we  ask  you  to  ex- 
amine it  carefully  to  determine  for  yourself  whether  or  not  we’ve  over- 
stated our  case.

1249.  1909-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  A lovely,  satiny  specimen  with  gorgeous 
medium  blue  green,  gold  and  russet  toning.  Surprisingly  rare  in  this  condition. 


VERY  SCARCE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1910  HALF  DOLLAR 


1250.  1910,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/67).  A razor  sharp,  satiny  gem  with  delicate  natural 
toning  and  intense  lustre.  The  obverse  has  a few  trivial  marks  but  the  reverse  is 
nearly  flawless.  We  cannot  recall  seeing  a finer  overall  example  of  this  rare  and 
very  underrated  issue.  A mere  418,551  were  struck,  the  fourth  lowest  mintage 
figure  of  any  P-Mint  Barber  Half  Dollar. 


1251.  191 0-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  A well  struck  coin  with  lotsof  lustre  and  very 
appealing  light  multicolored  toning,  evenly  distributed  on  the  reverse  and  more 
confined  to  the  border  on  the  obverse.  Worth  a distinct  premium  over  “common 
date”  price. 
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VERY  RARE  1914  PROOF  HALF  DOLLAR 


1252.  1914,  Gem  Proof  (65/65).  Beautiful  multicolored  toning,  mostly  golden  brown 
and  lavender  with  greenish  gold  overtones.  This  date  is  the  rarest  and  most  val- 
uable proof  Barber  Half  Dollar;  a mere  380  pieces  were  struck,  the  lowest  mint- 
age of  any  proof  U.S.  silver  coin  after  1878. 


1253.  1916,  Walking  Liberty,  Superb  Uncirculated  (67/67).  A wondrous  example  of 
this  first  year  of  type  with  really  exceptional  lustre,  an  excellent  strike  and  su- 
perb grey  and  golden  toning.  Easily  one  of  the  nicest  1916  Half  Dollars  we  can 
recall  handling.  A blazer! 


1254.  1917-D,  Obverse  Mintmark,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Above  average  strike 
with  some  details  of  Liberty’s  head,  hand  and  gown  showing.  Very  clean  fields 
and  full  brilliance  with  just  a touch  of  light  gold  toning.

1255.  1919,  Superb  Uncirculated  (67/67).  Magnificent  medium  greenish 
gold  and  russet  toning  with  a few  violet  and  blue  highlights.

1256.  1919,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/65).  A very  choice  and  fully  original  specimen  with 
good  lustre,  attractive  peripheral  toning  and  minimal  marks  except  for  a long 
reverse  hairline.  A little  weak  on  the  hand  but  generally  sharp  elsewhere. 


GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1919-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1257.  1919-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/67).  A really  excellent  example  of  this 
rare  and  desirable  date.  The  coin  is  very  sharply  struck  and  has  ex- 
ceptional brilliance  and  lustre  for  a 1919-S.  There  are  a few  light  hair- 
lines on  the  obverse  and  one  bagmark  in  the  left  field,  but  the  reverse 
is  nothing  short  of  superb.  Very  rare  in  this  superior  condition;  in  fact, 
the  1919-S  is  the  third  rarest  date  in  the  series  after  the  1921-S  and

1258.  1920-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65+).  Well  struck  with  a partially  defined  hand 
and  substantial  head  detail.  Very  lustrous  with  delicate  golden  toning.  Several 
small  nicks  on  Liberty’s  leg  but  the  fields  are  very  clean  and  unmarked.  Overall,  a 
way  above  average  example  of  this  rare  date. 


1259.  1920-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Satiny  surfaces  that  have  lots  of  lustre  as 
well  as  very  attractive  light  reddish  gold  toning.  The  strike  is  lacking  some 
sharpness  but  there  is  still  detail  showing  on  the  head  and  hand  and  in  thefolds 
of  Liberty’s  gown.  Slightly  less  rare  than  the  preceding  1920-D  in  this  grade  but 
still  very  hard  to  locate. 


VERY  RARE  GEM  MINT  STATE  1921-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1260.  1921-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  For  a 1921-S  Half  Dollar,  this  coin 
is  very  well  struck.  (Of  course.  Liberty’s  head,  hand  and  hip  and  the 
eagle’s  trailing  leg  are  not  full  but  we  can’t  recall  ever  seeing  an  abso- 
lutely fully  struck  1921-S.)  The  lustrous,  satiny  surfaces  are  covered 
with  a light  golden  toning  and  are  almost  entirely  free  of  marks.  In 
fact,  from  the  standpoint  of  lack  of  marks,  one  could  reasonably 
grade  this  coin  “MS-67”  but  the  strike  necessitates  the  MS-65  grade 
we  have  given  it.  Whatever  numerical  grade  one  ascribes  to  this  coin, 
it  must  be  considered  one  of  the  finer  overall  examples  to  appear  on 
the  market  in  recent  years  and  it  should  realize  a solid  five  figure  bid.

1261.  1927-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  A beautiful,  original  coin  with  good  lustre 
and  light  toning.  Average  strike  for  the  date  with  the  usual  weakness  at  Miss 
Liberty’s  hand  and  hip  and  on  the  eagle’s  trailing  leg.  The  surfaces  are  very 
clean,  sufficiently  so  to  warrant  an  MS-67  grade  but,  like  the  1921-S,  thestrike  is 
just  not  sharp  enough  to  put  the  coin  in  the  “Superb”  category. 

1262.  1937,  Superb  Proof  (67/67).  A virtually  pristine,  intensely  lustrous  proof  with 
just  a trace  of  toning.  Superb  “eye  appeal.”  (Plate) 

1263.  1937-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/67).  Well  struck  with  absolutely  superb  natural 
toning.  Small  planchet  indentation  on  Liberty’s  leg  (as  made).

MAGNIFICENT  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1800  SILVER  DOLLAR 


1264.  1800,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  AMERICAI  variety,  Bolender  19.  A 
truly  magnificent  early  Bust  Dollar  with  a fully  prooflike  obverse, 
broad  even  dentilation,  an  incredibly  sharp  impression  and  superb 
natural  medium  grey  and  golden  brown  toning.  The  surfaces  are  so 
clean  and  mark-free  that  the  coin  would  be  considered  very  choice  if 
it  were  a Morgan  Dollar  struck  100  years  later!  The  details  on  the  ob- 
verse are  so  bold  (just  look  at  the  stars  and  hair  detail)  that  the  coin 
looks  almost  medallic.  Without  question  this  is  one  of  the  choicest 
Dollars  of  this  type  that  we  have  ever  sold  at  auction.  It  really  must  be 
seen  in  person  to  be  fully  appreciated.  Bid  generously  if  you  expect 
to  be  the  proud  new  owner.

EXTREMELY  RARE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED 
1851  SILVER  DOLLAR 


1265.  1851,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Original,  high  date.  Sharply 
struck  with  a partial  wire  rim  on  both  sides.  Fully  prooflike  (as  are  all 
business  strikes  of  this  date  that  we  have  seen)  with  delicate  golden 
brown  toning.  There  are  some  very  faint  hairlines  as  well  as  a few 
miniscule  field  marks  (accentuated  by  the  prooflike  surface)  but  the 
overall  “eye  appeal”  of  the  piece  is  really  excellent.  Not  as  choice  as 
the  two  examples  we  sold  in  Auction  ’83  and  Auction  '84  respectively 
(which  are  probably  the  two  finest  known  specimens)  but  sufficiently 
high  quality  to  rank  it  in  the  top  5 or  6 specimens  of  the  date.  Extremely 
rare  since  we  estimate  that  only  20-25  1851  Originals  exist  in  all 
grades.  This  small  quantity  means,  of  course,  that  the  1851  is  con- 
siderably rarer  than  such  celebrated  Dollars  as  the  1794,  1893-S  and 
1895  to  name  just  a few.

1266.  1853,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  A well  struck,  frosty  specimen  with  mottled 
russet  and  blue  green  obverse  toning  and  warm  grey  and  gold  reverse  toning.  A 
decidedly  rare  date  in  full  mint  state.

VERY  CHOICE  PROOF  1857  SILVER  DOLLAR 


1267.  1857,  Choice  Proof  (63+/63+).  Very  brilliant  with  deep  mirror  fields 
and  some  light  peripheral  toning.  There  are  no  marks  or  abrasions  on 
the  coin  but  the  fields  do  have  some  very  fine  hairlines.  The  strike  is 
absolutely  full  and  the  satiny  figure  of  Liberty  is  entirely  free  of  flaws. 
From  an  overall  appearance  standpoint,  this  coin  is  definitely  in  the 
top  rank  of  proof  1857  Silver  Dollars. 

Since  U.S.  proof  coins  were  not  generally  available  to  the  public 
until  1858,  all  pre-1 858  proofs  are  very  rare.  The  1 857  Dollar  falls  into 
this  category  and  no  more  than  20-25  are  thought  to  exist. 


1268.  1866,  Choice  Proof  (63+/63+).  Light,  cloudy  toning  with  a splash  of  gold  on  Lib- 
erty’s arm  and  legs  as  well  as  in  the  field  to  the  right.  725  proofs  minted. 


1269.  1866,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63+).  Fully  prooflike  but  obviously  a business 
strike  and  not  a proof.  Sharply  struck  with  warm  grey  and  golden  brown  toning. 
Some  light  obverse  hairlines  but  only  an  occasional  bagmark.  Much  more  rare  in 
this  mint  state  condition  than  in  proof.

EXTREMELY  RARE  AND  FAMOUS 
1870-S  SEATED  LIBERTY  DOLLAR 

One  of  Only  10-12  Pieces  Known 


1270.  1870-S,  Very  Fine  (20/20).  Light  grey  and  gold  toning.  Minor  reverse 
rim  bruise  below  DOL.  The  usual  minor  marks  associated  with  the 
grade  but  nothing  serious.  Most  of  LIBERTY  is  visible  but  the  middle 
letters  are  very  weak.  Overall,  the  appearance  of  the  coin  is  really  ex- 
cellent for  a piece  in  this  grade. 

The  1870-S  Silver  Dollar  is  one  of  the  major  rarities  of  the  entire 
series  of  U.S.  coins.  There  is  no  official  record  of  the  coin  ever  having 
been  issued  and  for  this  reason  it  has  long  been  thought  that  they 
were  perhaps  “presentation  pieces.”  However,  since  none  of  the 
10-12  known  pieces  grade  better  than  EF  and  all  show  considerable 
evidence  of  normal  circulation,  the  “presentation  piece”  concept 
does  not  really  seem  likely  to  us.  Historical  questions  aside,  the  rarity 
and  importance  of  this  Issue  cannot  be  minimized.  The  1870-S  is  by 
far  the  rarest  Silver  Dollar  after  the  clandestinely  made  1866  No 
Motto,  surpassing  even  the  legendary  1804  of  which  approximately 
15  specimens  are  known.

According  to  the  Ivy  Sale  catalogue 
In  which  the  coin  first  appeared  (July  1978),  Its  previous  owner  was 
unaware  of  its  rarity  having  recovered  the  coin  from  circulation  in  the 
1920’s!  The  coin  was  subsequently  sent  to  AN  ACS  where  it  was  au- 
thenticated and  then  placed  in  the  Ivy  Sale  (Lot  1128)  where  it  realized 
a very  healthy  $32, 000.  In  today’s  much  stronger  market,  a bid  of  close 
to  $50,000  may  be  required  to  obtain  this  coin.

Breen  indicates“Possibly  five  known”  which,  if  true,  would  make 
this  more  than  twice  as  rareasthe  1867  Rays  in  proof.  We  have  handled  only  one 
other  example  in  many  years  and  it  was  not  nearly  as  choice  as  this  piece.  Ex 
Burnheimer  Sale  (Paramount,  1976),  Lot  1200,  where  it  realized  a very  respect- 
able (for  the  period)  $2250.

No  carbon 
spots  or  other  problems.  Obverse  design  virtually  identical  to  the  regular  issue 
Nickel  Three  Cent  Piece.  Rare;  only  50-60  pieces  minted.  Ex  Charles  Ruby  Sale, 
Part  1,  Lot  1960.

EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  1874  BICKFORD  EAGLE 
STRUCK  IN  GOLD,  J-1373 

One  of  Only  Two  Known  Specimens 


1306.  1874,  Ten  Dollars,  Judd  1373,  Gem  Proof  (65/67).  Gold,  reeded  edge. 
R-8  (two  struck).  A magnificent  specimen  with  deep  mirror  fieldsand 
superb  rich  golden  toning.  There  are  a few  trivial  hairlines  in  thefields 
but  the  majority  of  apparent  “hairlines”  were  present  in  the  planchet 
at  the  time  of  striking.  In  particular,  the  reverse  is  very  nearly  as 
struck.  Ex  Wilkison,  Judd  Collections  and  never  before  offered  for 
public  sale. 

In  1867,  a monetary  convention  was  held  in  Paris  to  establish  an 
international  gold  coin  of  fixed,  interchangeable  value.  As  a result  of 
this  convention,  the  U.S.  Mint  struck  a pattern  Half  Eagle  in  copper 
and  aluminum  dated  1868  whose  denomination  read 5 DOLLARS  25 
FRANCS.  No  other  monetary  units  were  utilized  in  the  design  by 
Paquet  because  the  convention  had  agreed  to  make  the  French  franc 
the  basis  of  value.  This  necessitated  lowering  the  value  of  both  the 
U.S.  Five  Dollar  gold  piece  and  the  English  sovereign.  (The  British 
delegate,  by  the  way,  opposed  the  idea  and  wanted  the  U.S.  Gold  Dol- 
lar to  be  the  standard.)  This  lowering  of  value  required  reducing  the 
weight  of  the  Half  Eagle  from  129  grains  to  124.9  grains  so  that  it 
would  conform  exactly  to  25  FRANCS.  Cther  gold  coins  would  have 
been  changed  accordingly  as  well.  T he  bill  Introduced  in  Congress  to 
effect  this  change  was  defeated  and  the  matter  dropped,  only  to  be 
revived  again  in  1874.

When  Dana  Bickford  of  New  York  City  travelled  to  Europe  he  had 
difficulty  in  exchanging  the  money  of  one  country  for  another.  Upon 
his  return  home,  he  suggested  several  designs  to  Director  of  the  Mint 
Henry  R.  Linderman  and  the  1874  pattern  Eagle  was  the  result.  Con- 
gress, however,  again  failed  to  approve  the  idea.  (The  concept  of  an 
international  gold  coin  was  still  not  dead  and  was  tried  for  a third  and 
final  time  with  the  Stellas  of  1879  and  1880.) 

The  Bickford  Eagle  was  known  only  in  copper  to  R.C.  Davis  and  a 
1906  article  in  the  Numismatist  again  referred  to  the  design,  but  the 
author  also  only  knew  of  its  existence  in  copper.  The  two  known  gold 
pieces  probably  came  to  light  a few  years  later,  either  as  part  of  the 
Idler  collection  that  Idler’s  son-in-law  Capt.  John  Haseltine  sold,  or  as 
part  of  the  large  group  of  patterns  that  William  Woodin  obtained  from 
A.L.  Snowden  as  payment  for  returning  the  two  1877  Half  Unions  to 
the  Mint  Collection. 

The  Adams  and  Woodin  reference,  published  in  1913,  listed  the  two 
known  specimens  as  being  in  the  possession  of  W.W.C.  Wilson  of 
Montreal  and  William  H.  Woodin.  F.C.C.  Boyd,  in  his  personal  copy  of 
the  Adams  and  Woodin  book,  crossed  out  those  two  names  and  wrote 
in  "Brand”  (Virgil)  and  "F.C.C.B.”  (Boyd)  respectively. 

At  one  time  both  known  specimens  were  owned  by  Dr.  John  Wilki- 
son  who  sold  them,  along  with  his  entire  gold  pattern  collection,  to 
Paramount  in  September  1973.  The  collection  wassubsequentlysold 
to  A-Mark  in  early  1976.  Paramount  repurchased  anumberof  individ- 
ual pieces  from  A-Mark  in  1978  including  both  Bickfords.  One  of  the 
two  pieces  was  offered  in  Auction  ’79  and  was  later  sold  to  Julian 
Leidman.  The  coin  was  then  consigned  to  the  1981  ANA  sale  (Bowers 
& Ruddy)  where  it  realized  $90,000.  The  coin  is  now  in  a very  promi- 
nent California  collection.  This  piece  is  equal  in  quality  to  the  other 
and  has  never  been  offered  for  public  sale  before.  Dr.  Wilkison  ac- 
quired it  in  a trade  with  Abe  Kosoff  who  disposed  of  Dr.  Judd’s  collec- 
tion in  1962.  (Color  Plate) 
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1307.  1875,  20  CenXs,  Judd  1399,  Choice  Proof  (63+/63+).  Silver,  plain  edge.  R-6.  Fully 
brilliant  with  just  a touch  of  light  toning.  The  obverse  appears  to  have  many  hair- 
lines but  close  inspection  shows  most  of  these  to  be  planchet  lines  or  raised  die 
scratches.  The  obverse  features  the  popular  “Liberty  Seated  by  the  Seashore” 
design  while  the  reverse  is  very  similar  to  the  regular  issue  20(P  reverse  A very 
rare  and  popular  pattern;  only  25-30  were  struck. 


1308.  1876,  One  Cent,  Judd  1451,  Gem  Proof  (65/65).  Nickel,  plain  edge.  R-8.  Some 
planchet  porosity  and  “roughness”  on  the  edge  but  few,  if  any,  impairments 
since  striking.  Full  brilliance  (but  no  mirror  surface)  and  a trace  of  light  gold  ton- 
ing. Exceedingly  rare;  in  fact  the  Judd  reference  notes  just  “three  known.”  We 
cannot  recall  ever  seeing  another. 


EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  1876  PATTERN  DOLLAR  IN  COPPER,  J-1471 


1309.  1876,  One  Dollar,  Judd  1471,  Gem  Proof  (65/65).  Copper,  reeded 
edge.  R-8.  Beautiful  medium  gold  and  mint  red  color.  A few  scattered 
spots  and  fingerprints  but  no  hairlines  or  abrasions.  This  is  the  beau- 
tiful “Liberty  Seated  at  the  Seashore”  design  with  the  regular  issue  No 
Motto  reverse  used  for  Silver  Dollars  issued  priorto  1866.  (Theactual 
reverse  die  used  was  also  used  on  proof  Dollars  dated  1857-9.)

Nearly  identical  to  the  regular  issue 
Morgan  Dollar  of  1878  (with  7 tail  feathers),  the  only  difference  being  in  the  num- 
ber of  leaves  in  the  branch  being  held  by  the  eagle  and  the  omission  of  the  de- 
signer’s initial  M in  the  bow  knot.  Very  rare;  only  an  estimated  20-25  pieces 
known. 


1311.  1878,  One  Dollar,  Judd  1554,  Gem  Proof  (65/65).  Silver,  reeded  edge.  R-5. 
Superb  lilac,  gold  and  blue  iridescent  toning.  A few  very  faint  hairlines  under  the 
toning  but  the  coin’s  overall  appearance  is  really  outstanding.  This  is  one  of 
William  Barber’s  designs  that  was  produced  in  1878  as  an  alternative  to  Mor- 
gan’s design  which  was  widely  disliked  but  still  ultimately  adopted.

Sharp  strike,  excellent  planchet,  and  lustrous, 
partially  prooflike  fields.  Small  dig  in  field  behind  Liberty’s  head  but  otherwise 
very  nice.  Quite  rare  in  this  grade;  only  6,966  minted.  (Plate) 


1345.  1850-D,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/55).  An  extraordinary  example  of  this  very  rare 
and  underrated  date.  It  is  superior  in  all  respects  to  the  Montgomery  specimen  at 
$4400  and  ranks  as  one  of  the  best  we’ve  ever  seen.  The  strike  is  unusually  sharp 
with  bold  DOLLAR  and  date,  something  seldom,  if  ever,  seen  on  an  1850-D  as 
Norman  Stack  correctly  noted  when  cataloguing  the  Montgomery  piece.

As  sharply  struck  as  a Type  One  Gold  Dollar 
could  possibly  be!  Every  strand  of  hair  and  every  star  is  razor  sharp  as  is  each 
leaf  on  the  wreath.  Marks  are  minimal  in  number  and  trivial  in  nature  and  the 
color  and  lustre  are  both  natural  and  abundant.  By  any  standards,  an  exciting 
type  coin. 

1355.  1853-C,  Extremely  Fine  (40/50).  Partially  prooflike  with  beautiful  greenish  gold 
and  copper  toning.  Most  of  the  apparent  “wear”  on  the  hair  is  actually  the  result 
of  a weak  strike  and  an  overall  grade  of  AU  would  really  not  be  unrealistic.  By 
1853-C  standards,  the  planchet  is  exceptional.  Decidely  scarce  this  choice.

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CHOICE,  WELL  STRUCK  1853-D  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1356.  1853-D,  Almost  Uncirculated  (55/55).  Very  sharply  struck  from  lightly  clashed 
dies.  Lustrous,  partially  prooflike  fields  and  beautiful  light  to  medium  greenish 
gold  color.  Except  for  the  unmatched  Montgomery-McNally  specimen,  this  is 
as  nice  an  example  of  this  very  rare  date  as  we  have  seen  in  recent  years.  In  our 
experience,  the  1853-D  ranks  as  one  of  the  most  difficult  dates  in  the  entire 
series  to  obtain  in  AU  or  better  condition. 

1357.  1854,  Type  One,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Lustrous,  satiny  surfaces  and  ex- 
cellent color.  A few  light  field  marks  as  well  as  a couple  of  pinpoint  rim  nicks. 

1358.  1854-D,  Very  Fine  (30/40).  Quite  weak  on  Liberty’s  hair  but  undoubtedly  some  of 
this  weakness  is  more  attributable  to  the  strike  than  to  wear.  The  reverse  is  very 
nice  and  could  probably  be  graded  45  or  even  50.  Some  prooflike  surface  still 
remains  under  the  medium  toning.  This  is  a very  rare  date  in  any  grade,  probably 
the  rarest  date  Type  One  Gold  Dollar  from  the  standpoint  of  the  total  number  of 
specimens  known  (excluding  the  1849-0  Open  Wreath  which  is  a variety).  A 
mere  2,935  were  struck  and  probably  no  more  than  50-60  pieces  have  survived.

1359.  1854-S,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/55).  An  attractive,  lustrous  specimen  with 
light  greenish  goldtoning.Thefieldsare  very  clean  but  the  obverse  rim  has  been 
lightly  brushed.

1360.  1854,  Type  Two,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  A beautiful  and  choice  specimen 
with  lustrous  surfaces  and  light  greenish  gold  and  rose  toning.  Well  struck  from 
lightly  clashed  dies;  full,  bold  date.  Weak  at  places  in  the  denticles  resulting  from 
deterioration  of  the  dies.  A thin,  dark  toning  streak  below  the  bust  but  virtually 
no  marks  or  hairlines.  Completely  original  with  an  excellent  overall  appearance. 
(Color  Plate) 
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FULLY  STRUCK,  VERY  CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1855  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1361.  1855,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/65+).  This  coin  is  both  unusual 
and  altogether  exceptional.  It  is  quite  unlike  any  1855  Gold  Dollar  that 
we  have  ever  seen.  It  is  extremely  sharply  struck  with  partially  proof- 
like fields  and,  most  importantly,  a full  bold  date  and  word  DOLLAR. 
The  surfaces  are  a deep  sunset  orange  gold  color  with  just  a trace  of 
cloudiness  on  the  obverse.  The  obverse  also  has  a few  light  hairlines 
and  minor  abrasions  . There  are  also  some  raised  die  scratches  and 
planchet  lines  that  we  have  never  seen  before  on  any  business  strike 
of  this  date.  The  reverse  is  simply  astonishing!  Forstrike,  lustre  color 
and  surface  texture,  we  have  not  seen  its  equal.  The  obverse  of  the 
coin  is  certainly  nice  but  if  only  it  matched  the  reverse,  this  coin  would 
be  even  more  of  a marvel  than  it  is.  This  piece  is  undoubtedly  a first 
strike  unc,  perhaps  even  a presentation  piece  of  some  sort  (Color 
Plate) 


1 362.  1 855-C,  Extremely  Fine  (40/40).  Weak  as  usual  in  the  centers  due  to  badly  dete- 
norated  dies  {not  weak  strike).  Decidely  above  average  planchet  for  the  date. 
Pale  greenish  gold  color  highlighted  with  3 tinge  of  orange.  Some  light  hairlines 
but  no  serious  marks  or  abrasions.  Very  scarce  in  all  grades  and  one  of  the  hard- 
est issues  of  the  series  to  find  in  high  grade.  Only  9,803  minted  with  only  a few 
hundred  pieces  remaining,  just  about  all  of  them  grading  EF  or  less.  (Plate) 


VERY  RARE  1855-D  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1363.  1855-D,  Very  Fine  (30/40).  Well  struck  for  the  issue  with  some  vestiges  of  mint 
lustre  around  the  devices.  The  8 in  the  date  is  missing  entirely  due  to  die  deter- 
ioration. Excellent  planchet  and  no  real  problems.  One  of  the  key  rarities  of  the 
series  in  any  condition.  A mere  1,811  pieces  were  struck  and  we  estimate  that 
only  25-30  still  exist.  As  a date,  the  1855-D  is  one  of  the  rarest  of  the  series,  on  a 
par  with  the  1856-D  and  1861-D  and  definitely  more  rare  than  the  1860-D. 
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“SLIDER”  1855-0  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1364.  1855-0,  Almost  Uncirculated  (55/58).  Here  is  a coin  that  we  would  have  liked  to 
have  seen  when  it  was  first  minted;  it  must  have  really  been  something!  It  is  fully 
struck  with  deep  mirror  prooflike  fields  and  exceptional  detail.  There  is  just  a 
trace  of  friction  on  Liberty’s  hair  and  in  the  fields  but  the  reverse  is  essentially 
mint  state.  Beautiful  copper  colored  toning  adds  to  the  coin’s  attractiveness.  Not 
mint  state  but  still  one  of  the  nicest  and  most  desirable  examples  of  this  date  that 
we’ve  come  across. 

1365.  1856-S,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/50).  Pale  orange  toning;  a bit  lacklustre.  Very 
sharply  struck.  The  variety  with  the  double  S mintmark.  (Plate) 

1366.  1856,  Upright  5,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  An  original,  very  choice  specimen 
with  lovely  medium  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning  and  lustrous,  relatively 
mark-free  surfaces.  A very  scarce  and  underrated  issue,  more  rare,  in  fact,  than 
all  but  two  of  the  issues  from  1866-1889.  (Plate) 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1856  PROOF  GOLD  DOLLAR 
One  of  Only  6-8  Proofs  Known 


1367.  1856,  Slanting  5,  Gem  Proof  (65/65).  A beautiful  and  surprisingly 
choice  example  of  this  extremely  rare  proof.  The  deep  mirror  fields 
have  only  a few  trivial  hairlines  and  the  coin  is  covered  with  lovely 
medium  orange  gold  toning. 

Early  pre-1858  U.S.  gold  proofs  are  seldom  available  to  collectors 
since  they  were  not  struck  for  the  general  public;  just  a comparative 
few  were  minted  of  most  issues  for  presentation  purposes  to  digni- 
taries and  officials.  The  number  of  1856  Gold  Dollars  struck  in  proof 
was  probably  on  the  order  of  a dozen  or  so  pieces  and  only  6-8  can  be 
accounted  for  today.  This  one  is  as  nice  as  any  we’ve  seen.  Worth  a 
bid  in  excess  of  $10,000.  (Color  Plate) 
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1368.  1856-D,  Very  Fine  (30/30).  Solder  removed  from  the  rim  above  Liberty’s  head. 
Obviously  used  as  jewelry  at  one  time  but  still  quite  attractive  since  the  surfaces, 
even  with  some  hairlines,  are  not  really  all  that  bad.  Despite  the  problems,  still 
worthwhile  and  desirable  because  of  its  rarity.  (Plate) 


CHOICE  AND  EXTREMELY  RARE  1857  PROOF  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1369.  1857,  Choice  Proof  (63/63).  A very  “flashy”  proof  with  outstanding  brilliance  and 
color.  Some  light  hairlines  in  the  fields  on  both  sides  as  well  as  some  lint  marks 
(as  made)  but  the  overall  look  of  the  coin  is  really  excellent. 

Like  the  1856  offered  earlier,  the  1857  is  a major  rarity  in  proof  although  it  is 
just  a bit  less  rare  than  the  1856.  Of  the  perhaps  15  pieces  struck,  only  8-10  are 
still  known  to  exist.  (Color  Plate) 

1370.  1857-C,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/50).  Well  struck  for  the  issue  on  a much  better 
than  average  planchet.  Scrape  on  obverse  rim  above  Liberty’s  head  and  small 
scratch  to  left  of  date.  Light  orange  gold  toning.  From  an  overall  appearance 
standpoint,  this  is  considerably  nicer  than  the  typical  1857-C,  a date  which  is 
almost  always  beset  with  major  problems. 


OUTSTANDING  1857-D  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1371 . 1857-D,  Almost  Uncirculated  (55/55).  Extremely  well  struck  forthe  issue;  in  fact, 
this  is  at  least  as  sharp  as  any  1857-D  we’ve  seen.  The  planchet  and  lustre  are 
also  outstanding  and  the  coin  shows  just  a hint  of  friction  in  the  fields  and  on  the 
highest  points  of  the  design.  Overall,  this  specimen  is  one  of  the  best,  if  not  the 
very  best,  1857-D  Gold  Dollars  that  we  have  ever  seen  or  handled. 

Only  3,533  pieces  were  struck  and  so  it  is  hardly  surprising  that  the  1857-D  is 
very  rare  in  any  condition.  However,  even  this  small  mintage  figure  does  not  give 
a completely  accurate  picture  of  this  date’s  rarity,  particularly  in  high  grade.  We 
have  never  seen  an  unequivocal  unc  of  this  date  and  feel  that  it  is  one  of  the  most 
underrated  of  all  Gold  Dollars.  Actually,  one  is  more  likely  to  encounter  an  A U or 
Unc.  1861-D  than  one  Is  an  1857-D  in  comparable  condition!  The  Montgomery 
1857-D  realized  $5225  last  year  but  this  one  is  definitely  finer.  (Color  Plate) 
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1372.  1857-D,  Extremely  Fine  (40/40).  Dull  greenish  gold  and  orange  color,  not  much  i 
lustre.  Softly  struck  at  the  borders  and  on  Liberty’s  headdress.  Rare  date-  only 
3,533  minted.  (Plate) 

1373.  1857-S,  Almost  Uncirculated  (55/55),  full  mint  lustre  and  color  and  just  the  bar- 
est trace  of  friction,  multiple  small  “dents”  on  obverse  without  which  this  would  ! 
be  one  of  the  finest  1857-S  Dollars  in  existence;  1859-C,  Very  Fine  (30/30), 
bluntly  struck  as  usual  on  the  typical  poor  quality  planchet,  little  or  no  lustre,  a I 
trace  of  copper/carbon  at  the  border.  Two  pieces,  both  very  scarce  dates. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1858  PROOF  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1374.1858,  Gem  Proof  (65/65).  This  coin  is  really  exceptional  for  such  an 
early  proof,  virtually  the  equal  of  the  piece  we  sold  last  year  in  Auction 
’84  for  $1 1 ,550.  There  are  a few  very  light  hairlines  on  both  the  obverse 
and  reverse  but  no  nicks  or  abrasions.  Furthermore,  the  color  and 
lustre  are  outstanding.  Extremely  rare,  one  of  just  10  or  so  known 
specimens.  (Color  Plate) 


1375.  1858-D,  Extremely  Fine  (45/45).  Medium  greenish  gold  and  copper  toning. 
Softly  struck  on  Liberty’s  headdress  as  usual  but  quite  sharp  elsewhere.  Traces 
of  mint  lustreand  no  serious  problems.  Rareinanycondition, comparable  to  the 
1857-D. 

1376.  1858-S,  Almost  Uncirculated  (55/55).  A highly  lustrous,  well  struck  specimen 
with  attractive  light  orange  toning.  Not  quite  as  “impossible”  to  locate  in  high 
grade  as  the  1857-S  and  1859-S  but  very  nearly  so.  (Plate) 

1377.  1859,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Boldly  struck  from  lightly  clashed  dies. 
Possibly  lightly  cleaned  at  one  time  with  just  a few  faint  hairlines  visible  under 
the  pale  orange  toning.  The  surfaces  are  otherwise  unmarked  althoughtthere  is 
a small  carbon  streak  at  the  top  of  Liberty’s  headdress. 

1378.  1859-D,  Extremely  Fine  (45/45).  Sharply  struck  on  an  excellent  planchet. 
Cleaned  at  one  time;  now  a medium  yellow  gold  color.  Light  hairlines  on  both 
sides.  Rare,  low  mintage  date.  (Plate) 
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VIRTUALLY  UNCIRCULATED  1859-S  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1379.  1859-S,  Almost  Uncirculated  (58/58).  Light  orange  toning  and  only  a few  light 
hairlines  and  minimal  marks.  Sharply  struck  with  considerable  lustre.  In  this 
condition,  the  1859-S  is  one  of  the  rarest  dates  in  the  series.  Over  the  years  we 
have  handled  some  of  the  finest  Gold  Dollar  collections  ever  assembled  and  yet 
we  have  never  encountered  a choice  or  gem  mint  state  1859-S.  In  fact  we  have 
never  seen  one  that  was  truly  Unc!  This  is  the  best  we’ve  come  across  and  it  is 
much  nicer  than  our  Auction  ’83  specimen  that  realized  $880. 


VERY  RARE  AND  BEAUTIFUL  1860  PROOF  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1380.  1860,  Gem  Proof  (65/65+).  A beautiful,  fully  brilliant  proof  with  deep 
mirror  fields  and  light  orange  gold  toning.  The  obverse  has  a few 
trivial  hairlines  but  the  reverse  is  outstanding.  Very  rare,  considerably 
more  so  than  the  154  mintage  figure  would  indicate.  Undoubtedly  a 
large  number  were  not  sold  and  were  subsequently  melted.  Perhaps 
as  many  as  25-30  still  exist  but  only  a few  are  as  nice  as  this  one. 
(Color  Plate)

1381.  1860-D,  Extremely  Fine  (40/40).  Very  weak  at  UN  of  UNITED  and  at  the  corre- 
sponding area  on  the  upper  left  reverse.  (This  weakness  is  characteristic  of  this 
date.)  Medium  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning.  Overall,  a rather  pleasing, 
problem -free  example  of  this  very  rare  date.  Only  1 ,566  pieces  were  minted  and 
we  estimate  that  only  40-50  are  still  known,  most  of  them  similar  in  quality  to  this 
one,  or  even  worse. 

1382.  1860-S,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/50).  A very  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  example 
with  attractive  light  orange  gold  toning.  Very  scarce,  although  not  quite  as  hard 
to  locate  as  the  three  previous  S-Mint  issues. 


RICHLY  TONED  GEM  PROOF  1861  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1383.  1861,  Gem  Proof  (65+/65+).  Rich  golden  toning  and  deep  mirror  fields 
of  excellent  quality.  Essentially  perfect  strike  and  extraordinary  bril- 
liance and  lustre.  Outstanding  overall  “eye  appeal.” 

The  349  mintage  figure  for  this  issue  is  more  than  twice  that  of  the 
1860  and  many,  many  times  greater  than  for  any  other  proof  Gold 
Dollar  prior  to  1881.  However,  the  1861  is  really  very  rare  in  proof, 
roughly  comparable  to  the  1860  and  most  of  the  other  proofs  from 
1863-1880,  and  so  it  is  probable  that  most  of  the  proof  mintage  was 
never  sold  and  eventually  melted.  (Color  Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  AND  DESIRABLE  1861-D  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1384.  1861-D,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/50).  Well  struck  for  the  date,  partic- 
ularly on  the  head  of  Liberty,  but  displaying  the  usual  weakness  at 
the  U of  UNITED  and  at  several  places  on  the  border.  Considerable 
mint  lustre  and  attractive  gold  and  copper  toning.  Small  dig  near 
second  A of  AMERICA  along  with  several  faint  scratches  below  the 
bust.  On  the  reverse  above  the  1 in  the  denomination,  there  has  been 
an  attempt  to  remove  a carbon  spot.  This  coin  is  much  nicer  than  the 
detailed  description  makes  it  sound  and  it  is  really  a very  attractive 
and  presentable  specimen. 

The  1861-D  is  undoubtedly  the  premier  collectable  rarity  of  the 
Gold  Dollar  series.  Since  they  were  struck  after  the  Confederacy  took 
over  the  Mint  on  April  8,  1861,  the  exact  mintage  is  unknown  but  a 
reasonable  guess  (based  on  the  known  mintages  of  the  1855-D, 
1856-D  and  1860-D)  would  be  In  the  range  of  1,200-1,500  pieces. 
Today,  only  25-30  are  known. 


VERY  RARE  GEM  PROOF  1863  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1385.  1863,  Gem  Proof  (65/67).  An  original,  uncleaned  proof  with  slightly 
cloudy,  deep  yellow  gold  toning.  There  is  some  carbon  on  the  rim 
above  the  UN  of  UNITED  but  the  fields  on  the  obverse  have  only  a few 
trivial  hairlines.  The  reverse  is  superb,  nearly  pristine.  A real  beauty! 

A reported  50  proofs  of  this  date  were  struck  but,  again,  it  is  prob- 
able that  considerably  fewer  than  50  were  actually  sold.  Today,  the 
1863  is  very  rare  with  only  12-15  proofs  known.  (Color  Plate) 
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1386.  1864,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/65+).  A well  struck,  frosty  specimen  with  a sharp 
wire  rim  and  light  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning.  A decidely  rare  date  in  gem 
condition.  Only  5,950  struck. 


VERY  RARE  1865  GEM  PROOF  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1387.  1865,  Gem  Proof  (65+/67).  A truly  exceptional  example  of  this  rare 
date.  It  is  wholly  original  and  untampered  with,  displaying  the  light 
cloudy  toning  characteristic  of  most  uncleaned  19th  Century  gold 
proofs.  The  color  is  a light  orange  gold  and  the  deep  mirror  fields  are 
nearly  pristine.  Only  a few  true  proofs  of  this  date  have  appeared 
at  auction  in  the  past  decade,  none  comparable  in  any  way  to  this  out- 
standing piece.  It  isfinerthan  Garrett’s  at  $17,000  and  vastly  superior 
to  the  low  quality  piece  in  Auction  ’84.  Eliasberg’s  coin  was  incorrect- 
ly catalogued  as  a proof  (it  was  a first  strike  unc)  as  were  several 
others.  Of  the  25  proofs  struck,  just  12-15  have  survived  to  the  present 
day  and  this  may  well  be  the  finest.  (Color  Plate) 


LOVELY  GEM  1868  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1388.  1868,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65+).  A sparkling  gem  with  superb  lustre,  clean, 
partially  prooflike  fields  and  bright  yellow  gold  color  highlighted  by  some  light 
copper  toning.  Very  scarce,  if  not  rare,  in  this  grade.  Relatively  few  examples  of 
this  date  can  match  this  piece  for  overall  quality  and  “eye  appeal.” 
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1389.  1868,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Fully  prooflike  with  medium  golden  toning. 
Some  light  hairlines  and  a scratch  at  the  top  of  the  wreath.  Low  mintage  of  only 
10,525  pieces.  (Plate) 


1390.  1869,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/65).  Boldly  struck  with  full  mint  lustre  and 
deep  mirror  fields.  Very  “flashy”  with  an  excellent  overall  appearance.  There  are 
a few  very  light  marks  and  hairlines  in  the  obverse  field  (accentuated  by  the 
prooflike  surface)  but  the  reverse  is  of  gem  quality.  All  things  considered,  a very 
nice  example  of  this  very  scarce  date,  a bit  finer  than  the  one  that  brought  $1265 
in  our  session  of  Auction  ’84. 


CHOICE  PROOF  1870  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1391 . 1870,  Choice  Proof  (63/63).  Light  cloudy  orange  toning.  Some  fine  hairlines  in 
the  fields  on  both  sides  but  no  serious  problems.  Fully  struck  in  every  respect 
with  a sharp  wire  rim.  Very  rare;  just  35  proofs  were  struck  and  only  about  half 
that  many  have  survived. 


UNCIRCULATED  1870-S  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1392.  1870-S,  Uncirculated  (63/60+).  Well  struck  with  semi-prooflike  fields  and  light 
orange  gold  toning.  A very  rare  and  popular  date.  Only  3,000  were  minted  and 
choice  mint  state  examples  are  very  difficult  to  locate. 
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1393.  1871,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  A sharply  struck,  semi-prooflike  gem  with 
lovely  original  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning.  A little  weak  at  87  of  the  date 
(the  result  of  die  deterioration,  not  weak  strike)  but  this  is  characteristic  of  every  , 
business  strike  1871  that  we  have  seen.  A rare  date  with  a very  low  mintaqe  of 
just  3,930  pieces. 


1394.  1873,  Open  3,  Superb  Uncirculated  (67/67).  A prooflike  gem  with  magnificent 
toning  and  lustre.  A bit  softly  struck  on  the  obverse  (most  noticeable  on  thetips 
of  the  headdress)  and  this  soft  striking  has  also  resulted  in  a few  planchet  lines 
(seen  running  diagonally  across  the  face  and  hair)  not  being  eliminated  as  they 
usually  are  by  the  striking  process.  They  are  not  scratches  and  the  coin  is  really 
virtually  as  struck.  Exceptional  overall  “eye  appeal.” 


1395.  1874,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Deep  mirror  fields,  full  mint  lustre  and  beauti- 
ful natural  greenish  gold  toning.  A couple  of  tiny  reverse  rim  nicks.  A very  pretty 
coin  that  is  so  prooflike  that  it  is  the  kind  of  coin  the  “old-timers”  often  incorrect- 
ly sold  as  a proof. 


1396.  1874,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Frosty  obverse,  semi-prooflike  reverse.  Lovely 
orange  and  greenish  gold  toning. 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1875  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1397.  1875,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65+).  An  original,  uncleaned  specimen 
with  light  cloudy  orange  toning  and  deep  mirror  fields  that  don’t  have 
even  a trace  of  frost  as  most  specimens  do.  This  coin  is  a prime  ex- 
ample of  the  type  of  coin  that  gave  rise  to  the  term  “proof  I ike.”  It  looks 
exactly  “like  a proof”  right  down  to  the  lintmark  below  the  bust.  It  has 
the  tiny,  tell-tale  projection  from  the  throat  that  distinguishes  it  as  a 
business  strike,  however,  but  it  certainly  is  deceptive.  Not  too  many 
years  ago,  before  careful  research  showed  how  to  distinguish  be- 
tween uncs  and  proofs  of  this  date,  we  guarantee  that  this  coin  would 
have  been  called  a “proof.”  Technicalities  aside,  the  quality  of  this 
piece  is  excellent  with  just  a few  faint  hairlines  on  the  obverse.  Cer- 
tainly one  of  the  better  business  strikes  we’ve  seen  and  well  worth  a 
five  figure  bid  since  this  is  oneof  the  prime,  low  mintage  rarities  of  the 
entire  series.  (Color  Plate) 


GORGEOUS  1876  PROOF  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1398.  1876,  Gem  Proof  (65+/67).  A really  beautiful,  deep  golden  toned  proof 
with  exceptional  brilliance,  lustre  and  “flash.”  Look  closely  at  the 
obverse  because  the  apparent  “hairlines”  in  the  fields  are  not  really 
hairlines  at  all  but  rather  are  planchet  lines  not  fully  struck  out  in  the 
minting  process.  Out  of  the  total  of  45  proofs  struck,  perhaps  20-25 
can  still  be  accounted  for.  (Color  Plate) 


1399.  1877,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/65).  Boldly  struck  with  full  prooflike  fields 
and  lovely  medium  orange  gold  toning.  Some  minor  marks  in  the  obverse  field, 
but  the  reverse  is  very  choice.  Scarce  date;  only  3,920  minted.  (Plate)

A lovely,  original  coin  with  light  to  medium 
orange  gold  toning,  full  mint  lustre  and  semi-prooflike  fields.  The  obverse  hasa 
few  tiny  marks  that  are  visible  only  on  very  close  inspection  but  the  reverse  is 
nearly  pristine.

1415.  1889,  Gem  Proof  (65+/67).  Beautiful  medium  greenish  gold  toning  with  just  a 
hint  of  natural  cloudiness.  An  unusually  pretty  proof.  One  of  1,779  proofs  minted 
in  this  final  year  of  the  denomination. 
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U.S.  QUARTER  EAGLES  (2V2  GOLD) 


1416.  1808,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/50).  Well  struck  and  nicely  centered  with  consid- 
erable lustre  and  attractive  medium  yellow  gold  color.  The  reverse  is  semi- 
prooflike with  strong  claims  to  the  55  grade.  A couple  of  trivial  obverse  rim 
marks  do  not  detract  from  the  coin’s  overall  pleasing  appearance. 

T he  1 808  is  one  of  the  rarest  and  most  popular  of  all  U.  S.  gold  coins.  It  is  a one- 
year-only  type  coin  that  is  always  In  great  demand.  Just  2,710  pieces  were  struck 
and  we  estimate  that  only  100  or  so  pieces  have  survived,  most  of  them  lower 
grade  than  this  very  attractive  specimen.  Recent  auction  records  for  similar 
quality  examples  have  ranged  from  $25,000-$30,000  and  so  this  coin  should 
realize  a similar  amount.  (Color  Plate)

CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1838  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1417.  1838,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Rich  orange  and  greenish  gold  toning  over 
partially  proof  I ike  surfaces.  Sharply  struck  with  a minimum  of  marks,  none  seri- 
ous. An  excellent  type  coin. 


RARE  1838-C  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1418.  1838-C,  Almost  Uncirculated  (55/55).  This  coin  shows  no  sign  of  wear  but  it  has 
been  cleaned  and  so  we  have  conservatively  called  it  "AU.”  It  is  fully  struck  (ex- 
cept at  the  eagle’s  left  wingtip)  and  it  has  medium  greenish  gold  toning  with 
some  copper  highlights.  There  is  a scratch  above  the  eagle’s  head  and  a shallow 
scrape  on  Liberty’s  cheek.  Since  only  a few  uncs  are  known,  this  is  clearly  one  of 
the  finest  known  specimens.  The  last  comparable  one  we  saw  was  the  example 
in  Stack’s  session  of  Auction  ’83  that  realized  $5500. 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  1841  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1419.  1841,  Very  Fine  (30/30)  or  better.  Light  greenish  gold  color;  sharp 
strike.  Slightly  “pebbly”  surface  and  evidence  of  minor  repair  in  the 
reeding.  An  extremely  rare  and  famous  issue  with  probably  only 
about  20  or  so  known  specimens. 

For  years  the  1841  has  been  claimed  to  be  a “proof-only”  issue  but, 
in  our  opinion,  this  is  pure  numismatic  myth.  Far  too  many  exist  for  it 
to  have  been  a proof-only  Issue  and  the  majority  of  known  specimens 
are  well  worn,  in  the  VF  to  EF  range,  with  no  true  proof  characteristics 
other  than  some  vestiges  of  a prooflike  surface  which  is  hardly  un- 
usual on  a low  mintage  gold  coin.  Unfortunately,  numismatic  myths 
die  hard  and  so  we  expect  to  continue  seeing  the  1841  referred  to  as 
“proof-only”  when,  in  our  view,  it  most  definitely  is  not. 


1420.  1864,  Very  Fine  (30/20).  Medium  orange  gold  toning.  Two  small  digs  in  the  right 
reverse  field  and  a vertical  scrape  by  Liberty’s  ear.  As  a business  strike,  this  date 
is  one  of  the  rarest  of  the  entire  Quarter  Eagle  series.  Only  2,874  were  minted 
and  even  that  small  figure  doesn’t  fully  indicate  this  issue’strue  rarity.  We  would 
be  surprised  if  more  than  20-25  still  exist  today,  most  of  them  about  like  this  one, 
i.e.  well  worn. 


1421 . 1873,  Closed  3,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  A very  lustrous,  frosty  specimen  with 
light  gold  and  copper  toning.  Very  underrated  and  probably  3-4  timesasrareas 
the  usually  seen  Open  3 variety. 
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1422.  1904,  Proof  (60/60).  Deep  golden  toning.  Friction  and  marks  in  the  fields  but 
most  of  the  proof  surface  is  intact.  Only  170  proofs  struck.  (Plate) 


VERY  RARE  1910  GEM  PROOF  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1423.  1910,  Gem  Proof  (67/65).  Brilliant,  satin  surfaces  and  the  rich  color 
and  vibrant  lustre  for  which  Roman  finish  proofs  are  justly  prized.  A 
faint  hairline  or  two  on  the  reverse  but  the  rest  of  the  coin  is  very  near- 
ly as  struck.  Note:  The  reported  mintage  of  682  proof  Quarter  Eagles 
for  1910  surely  must  be  an  error.  After  all,  only  551  silver  proof  sets 
were  minted  in  1910  and  it  is  hardly  likely  that  more  proof  Quarter 
Eagles  than  Dimes  were  struck.  Also,  the  1910  is  just  as  rare  in  proof 
as  the  other  proofs  of  this  type  with  mintages  of  less  than  200  pieces.

RARE  AND  POPULAR  1911-D  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1424.  1911-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Sharply  struck  and  fully  lustrous:  very  clean 
surfaces.  The  obverse  has  the  partial  wire  rim  that  is  characteristic  of  all  genuine 
specimens.  By  farthe  rarest  and  most  desirable  date  of  the  series;  a mere  55,680 
pieces  were  struck.  Worth  a mid  to  high  four  figure  bid. 

1425.  1914-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Lustrous,  original  surfaces,  good  color,  a 
minimum  of  marks.  A little  weak  on  the  lowest  feathers  of  the  headdress  but 
sharp  elsewhere.  (Plate) 

1426.  1925-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Lustrous  and  sharp  with  light  orange  gold 
toning.  (Plate) 
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U.S.  THREE  DOLLAR  GOLD  PIECES 


1427.  1854,  Uncirculated  (60+/60+).  A very  lustrous  and  attractive  coin  with  light  j 
greenish  gold  toning.  This  is  the  kind  of  quality  that  was  always  sold  just  a few  I 
years  ago  as  “Choice  BU”  or  even  “Gem  BU.”  It  does  have  a few  trivial  hairlines  i 
and  contact  marks  but  it  certainly  is  pleasing  overall. 


VERY  RARE  CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1883  $3  GOLD 


1428.  1883,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Sharply  struck  and  fully  prooflike  as  usual. 
Beautiful  gold  and  copper  colored  toning.  Some  very  light  hairlines  and  contact 
marks  but  the  overall  “eye  appeal”  of  the  coin  is  excellent.  This  is  one  of  the  low- 
est mintage  date  of  the  series;  a mere  989  pieces  were  struck. 

U.S.  HALF  EAGLES  ($5  GOLD) 


1429.  1800,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/50).  Sharply  struck  and  well  centered.  Partially 
prooflike  surfaces;  light  to  medium  greenish  gold  toning  with  darker  toning  at 
the  border  of  the  obverse.  Nick  on  Liberty’s  face  but  other  than  a few  light  hair- 
lines, the  coin  is  very  clean. 
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UNCIRCULATED  1806  HALF  EAGLE 


1430.  1806,  Round  Top  6,  Uncirculated  (60/60).  A very  nice  early  Half  Eagle  with  medi- 
um greenish  gold  and  light  orange  toning.  Excellent  strike  and  very  good  overall 
appearance.  A desirable  type  coin  that  should  realize  a mid  four  figure  bid. 


CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1835  HALF  EAGLE 


1431 . 1835,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Fully  struck  with  a minimum  of  marks  (none 
serious)  and  good  color  and  lustre.  Very  scarce,  as  are  all  mint  state  examples 
of  this  short-lived  type. 


VERY  RARE  1856-C  HALF  EAGLE  IN  AU 


1432.  1856-C,  Almost  Uncirculated  (55/55). A lustrous,  partially  prooflike  specimen 
with  an  unusually  sharp  strike,  an  excellent,  problem-free  planchet  and  lots  of 
lustre  and  color.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  the  1856-C  $5  is  unknown  in  unc 
so  this  is  certainly  one  of  the  finest  known  examples. 
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1433.  1861-C,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/50).  Sharply  struck  on  an  above  average 
planchet.  Partially  prooflike;  light  gold  and  coppercolored  toning.  The  final  Half 
Eagle  from  the  Charlotte  Mint  and  the  lowest  mintage  $5  from  that  Mint  as  well. 
Very  rare  as  a date  since  only  6,879  pieces  were  struck  and  extremely  rare  in 
this  grade. 


1434.  1863-S,  Extremely  Fine  (45/45).  Very  well  struck  with  lustrous  light  yellow  gold 
color.  Some  light  hairlines  and  minor  surface  marks  but  these  are  consistent 
with  the  grade.  Overall,  this  piece  is  exceptional  for  this  very  rare  date  and  quite 
likely  is  one  of  the  three  or  four  finest  known  1863-S  Half  Eagles.  As  a date,  the 
1863-S  is  similar  in  rarity  to  the  1860-S  but,  in  this  grade,  it  is  even  more  rare.  We 
mention  the  1 860-S  because  last  year  in  Auction  ’84  we  had  a comparable  grade 
1860-S  that  realized  $2970. 


1435.  1864-S,  Very  Fine  (20/20).  Light  copper  color.  Well  worn  but  without  serious 
problems.  One  of  the  rarest  of  all  Liberty  Head  Half  Eaglesand  seldom  available 
in  any  grade.  A single  unc  of  this  issue  is  known  as  well  as  a few  EE’s  but  the 
balance  of  the  25-30  known  pieces  grade  only  Fine  or  Very  Fine. 

1436.  1865,  Extremely  Fine  (45/45).  Sharply  struck  with  light  copper  colored  toning 
and  considerable  prooflike  surface  around  the  devices.  Light  abrasions  and 
friction  throughout  the  fields,  somewhat  more  noticeable  on  the  obverse.  A very 
rare,  low  mintage  date  that  is  seldom  seen  in  any  grade.  Only  1 ,295  pieces  were 
struck  making  this  the  sixth  lowest  mintage  coin  in  the  entire  Half  Eagle  series 
from  1795-1929.  (Plate) 
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1437.  1865,  Extremely  Fine  (45/45).  A second  example  of  this  very  rare  date.  The 
prooflike  surface  is  less  prominent  on  this  coin  than  on  the  preceding  and  the 
copper  toning  is  considerably  deeper.  In  all  other  quality  aspects,  they  are 
quite  comparable.  This  date  is  not  often  seen  and  here  we  have  two  examples  in 
one  sale!  (Plate) 


EXTREMELY  RARE  GEM  PROOF  1867  HALF  EAGLE 


1438.  1867,  Gem  Proof  (65/65).  A glorious,  rich  gold  and  orange  toned  gem 
with  deep  mirror  fields  and  frosted  head  and  eagle.  The  surfaces  are 
unusually  choice  for  a proof  gold  coin  of  this  era  with  only  a few  trivial 
hairlines  barely  noticeable  on  close  inspection.  One  doesn’t  get  the 
opportunity  to  see  many  proof  1867  Half  Eagles  for  comparison  but 
this  is  as  nice  overall  as  any  we  can  recall. 

With  only  6,920  pieces  minted,  including  50  proofs,  the  1867  is  ob- 
viously a very  rare  coin  in  any  grade.  We  have  never  seen  or  heard  of  a 
true  unc  and  estimate  that  only  10-12  proofs  are  known.  (Color  Plate) 


1439.  1869,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/50).  Very  sharp  strike  and  fully  prooflike  fields. 
Some  light  hairlines,  rubbing  and  abrasions  in  the  fields  but  nothing  worth 
special  mention.  Very  rare,  nearly  on  a par  with  the  1865.  Extremely  small  mint- 
age of  only  1,785  pieces. 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  1874  GEM  PROOF  HALF  EAGLE 


1440.  1874,  Gem  Proof  (65/65).  This  is  a really  outstanding  example  of  this 
extremely  rare  proof.  It  is  a true  gem  with  superb  natural  orange  gold 
toning  and  very  high  quality  surfaces.  A few  very  faint  hairlines  are 
present  but  the  overall  “eye  appeal”  and  quality  of  the  coin  are  above 
reproach.  We  have  seen  one  or  two  comparable  quality  proofs  of  this 
date  (the  Garrett  specimen  for  example  which  we  purchased  in  1979 
for  $26,000)  but  certainly  none  finer. 

Like  the  1867  offered  earlier,  the  1874  Is  a very  rare  date  in  all  grades 
with  only  3,508  pieces  minted  including  a mere  20  proofs.  Only  one  or 
possibly  two  uncs  are  known  and  just  8-10  proofs  making  the  1874  as 
rare  as  any  proof  Half  Eagle  after  1859,  including  the  celebrated  1875! 
(Color  Plate) 


1441 . 1903,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65+).  Outstanding  strike,  lustre,  color  and  overall 
“eye  appeal.”  Only  a few  trivial  marks  on  the  obverse  and  virtually  nothing  on  the 
reverse.  Definitely  one  of  the  nicest  examples  of  this  decidedly  “uncommon” 
date  that  we  have  seen  in  recent  years. 
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1442.  1905,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  A fully  struck,  highly  lustrous  specimen  with 
medium  greenish  gold  and  copper  toning.  Very  difficult  to  obtain  in  this  condi- 
tion and  comparable  in  overall  rarity  to  the  1903  just  offered. 


GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1906-S  HALF  EAGLE 


1443.  1906-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65+).  A completely  original,  satin  sur- 
faced gem  with  rich  orange  gold  and  copper  toning.  The  surfaces  of 
the  coin,  particularly  on  the  reverse,  are  very  clean  and  virtually  un- 
marked. As  nice  as  any  we’ve  seen  of  this  very  scarce  and  underrated 
date  except  for  the  incomparable  Eliasberg  specimen  that  realized 
$9350  three  years  ago. 


1444.  1908,  Indian  Head,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Exceptional  brilliance  and  lustre 
and  very  bold  strike.  Tiny  nick  on  Indian’s  cheek.  A very  “flashy”  and  impressive 
example  of  this  first  year  of  the  Bela  Lyon  Pratt  incused  design. 
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UNDERRATED  1908-D  HALF  EAGLE 


1 445.  1908-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  A fully  struck,  completely  original  specimen 
with  outstanding  lustre  and  beautiful  orange  gold  toning.  This  is  one  of  the 
nicest  examples  of  this  extremely  underrated  date  that  we’ve  seen.  It  is  much 
better  than  Kruthoffer’s  and  also  exceeds  any  of  the  original  Brand  Collection 
specimens  that  we  examined. 


1446.  1910,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/63+).  A borderline  gem  with  very  good  color 
and  lustre.  Tiny  nick  in  field  below  second  T in  STATES. 


VERY  RARE  CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1911-D  HALF  EAGLE 


1447.  1911-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Sharply  struck  and  fully  lus- 
trous. There  is  just  a trace  of  light  greenish  gold  toning  around  the 
border.  The  surfaces  are  very  clean  with  only  a few  insignificant 
marks.  Very  close  to  gem  quality  and  as  such  one  of  the  finest  known 
examples  of  this  date.  Ex  Kruthoffer  Collection  Sale,  Lot  12,  where 
it  realized  $8000. 

The  1911-D  is  one  of  the  three  or  four  rarest  dates  in  the  Indian 
Head  Half  Eagle  series  and,  in  fact,  it  has  its  supporters  as  the  “rarest” 
In  full  mint  state.  (The  other  candidates  for  “rarest”  issue  of  the  series 
are  1909-0,  1914-S  and  1915-S.  Our  personal  choice  is  the  1915-Sbut 
a strong  case  could  be  made  for  any  of  the  four  dates.)  (Color  Plate) 
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U.S.  EAGLES  ($10  GOLD) 


1448.  1799,  Extremely  Fine  (45/45).  Rich  gold  and  copper  toning.  Very  well  struck  ex- 
cept for  some  weakness  on  the  left  obverse  stars.  Patches  of  roughness  on  the 
reverse. 


1449.  1801,  Extremely  Fine  (40/40).  Medium  greenish  gold  color  with  darker  copper 
and  violet  toning  in  the  letters  and  devices.  Uniform  wear  and  no  real  problems 
except  for  a barely  noticeable  rim  bruise  below  the  date.

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VERY  RARE  AND  CHOICE  1804  EAGLE  IN  MINT  STATE 


1450.  1804,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63+).  Rich  gold  and  copper  toning. 
Fully  proof  I ike  obverse  and  semi-prooflike  reverse.  Well  struck  for  the 
issue  but  still  displaying  the  weak  facial  features  on  Miss  Liberty  and 
some  softness  on  the  eagle’s  wing  and  clouds.  (This  uneveness  of 
striking  is  characteristic  of  all  1804  Eagle’s  that  we  have  seen.)  The 
obverse  has  a number  of  mint-made  adjustment  marks  but  very  few 
other  marks  that  have  occurred  since  striking.  The  reverse  is  uniform- 
ly choice  and  virtually  gem  quality.  Overall,  this  is  the  choicest  ex- 
ample of  this  very  rare  date  to  appear  on  the  auction  block  since  the 
outstanding  Eliasberg  coin  sold  in  late  1982  for  over  $35,000.  This 
date  is  the  last  of  the  early  U.S.  Eagles  and  is  definitely  one  of  the 
rarest,  on  a par  with  the  1797  Small  Eagle  and  just  a little  less  rare  than 
either  of  the  1798’s.  (Color  Plate) 


VERY  RARE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1839  EAGLE 


1451 . 1839,  Type  of  1838,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Fully  struck  on  the 
head  of  Liberty  and  the  eagle;  only  a few  of  the  stars  have  a little  weak- 
ness. An  original,  uncleaned,  untampered  with  specimen  that  dis- 
plays rich  greenish  gold  color  with  some  areas  of  darker  toning. 
There  are  several  small  reverse  abrasions  (above  and  to  the  right  of 
the  eagle’s  head  and  just  below  his  right  wing)  but  the  relatively  few 
other  marks  on  the  coin  are  too  trivial  to  describe.  Without  recent  ped- 
igree as  this  coin  was  last  sold  by  the  legendary  St.  Louis  dealer,  B.G.

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POSSIBLY  FINEST  KNOWN  1840  EAGLE 


1452.  1840,  Uncirculated  (60/60).  Very  well  struck  except  at  several  of  the 
stars  and  at  the  very  tips  of  the  eagle’s  wings.  The  fields  are  fully 
prooflike  and  the  coin  has  an  attractive  natural  orange  and  gold  color. 
There  are  numerous  light  contact  marks  in  the  fields  but  nothing 
serious.  The  reverse  is  really  quite  nice  with  definite  claims  to  a 
higher  grade. 

The  1840  Eagle  is  a very  rare  date  in  any  condition  and  on  the  few 
occasions  it  is  offered,  the  typical  quality  is  only  VF  or  at  best  EF.  This 
coin  is  altogether  exceptional  for  the  date,  easily  the  best  we  have 
ever  seen  and  quite  likely  the  finest  known  specimen. 


CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1855  EAGLE 


1453.  1855,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63+).  A frosty,  well  struck  specimen 
with  very  attractive  natural  greenish  gold  and  rich  orangetoning.  The 
obverse  has  only  a few  light  hairlines  and  marks  while  the  reverse  is 
really  virtually  gem  quality.  No  Motto  Eagles  of  this  caliber  are  gen- 
uinely rare  and  we  do  not  recall  seeing  another  1 855  as  choice  as  this 
one  in  a number  of  years.

Despite  its  “common  date”  status  in  the  standard  pricing  guides,  this  date  is 
actually  very  scarce  in  all  grades  and  is  surprisingly  rare  in  this  condition. 


1455.  1893,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65+).  A boldly  struck,  frosty  specimen  with  very  at- 
tractive orange  gold  color.  An  abrasion  on  Liberty’s  chin  but  the  coin  is  other- 
wise quite  exceptional. 


RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1897-0  EAGLE 


1456.  1897-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Lustrous,  satiny  surfaces  and  light  greenish 
gold  and  orange  toning.  Typical  strike  for  the  issue,  i.e.  bold  on  the  reverse  and  a 
little  soft,  especially  on  the  stars,  on  the  obverse.  This  is  a rare,  low  mintage  issue 
(just  42,500  struck)  that  is  almost  impossible  to  obtain  in  this  grade.  The  only 
definitely  superior  example  we’ve  seen  was  the  Eliasberg  “wonder  coin”  that 
brought  $10,450  nearly  three  years  ago.

Rich  orange  gold  toning  and  full  frosty  mint 
bloom.  (Plate) 
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1459.  1900,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/65).  Sharply  struck  with  medium  greenish 
gold  and  orange  toning. 


1460.  1901-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Highly  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces  and 
beautiful  greenish  gold  and  copper-colored  toning.  A very  “flashy”  and  pretty 
coin. 


1461.  1903-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/65).  A sharply  struck,  satin  surfaced 
specimen  with  extraordinary  orange  gold  toning.

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1465.  1907,  Indian  Head,  No  Periods,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/63+).  Regular  issue.  A 
very  lustrous  specimen  with  satiny  surfaces  and  rich  greenish  gold  and  light 
orange  toning.  Very  close  to  gem  quality;  in  fact,  this  is  the  kind  of  coin  that  near- 
ly everyone  called  “gem”  or  “MS-65”  just  a few  years  ago. 

1466.  1908-D,  No  Motto,  Uncirculated  (60/60).  Excellent  lustre  for  the  issue.  Bluntly 
struck  as  are  all  specimens,  especially  on  the  haircurls  around  the  face.  Very 
nice  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning.  One  of  the  rarest  and  most  underrated 
issues  of  this  popular  type.  (Plate) 

1467.  1908,  With  Motto,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Sharply  struck  with  medium 
greenish  gold  toning.  Ex  NERCA  April  1980  Sale,  Lot  172,  at  $3600.  (Plate) 

1468.  1908,  With  Motto,  Uncirculated  (60/60),  lustrous  lightto  medium  greenish  gold 
toning,  good  “eye  appeal,”  some  claims  to  a higher  grade;  1 91 0-D,  Uncirculated 
(63/60),  well  struck  with  good  lustre  and  color.  Two  pieces. 

1469.  1908-D,  With  Motto,  Uncirculated  (60/60).  Sharply  struck  with  attractive  green- 
ish gold  and  orange  toning.  Quite  scarce  in  this  grade  and  really  very  rare  in  gem 
condition.  (Plate) 


1470.  1909,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/65).  A very  attractive  and  lustrous  border- 
line gem  specimen  with  afull  strikeand  medium  yellow  gold  toning.  Very  scarce 
in  this  grade  and  extremely  difficult  to  obtain  finer.  Ex  1975  Central  States  Auc- 
tion (RARCOA),  Lot  74. 


1471  1909,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Radiant  greenish  gold  toning  and  intense 
lustre.  Some  very  light  hairlines  but  virtually  no  contact  marks  of  any  kind.  Very 
scarce  in  choice  mint  state. 
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RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1909-S  EAGLE 


1472.  1909-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Very  sharply  struck  with  superb 
original  color  and  lustre.  Unusually  clean  fields  and  only  a few  minor 
abrasions  or  breaks  in  the  lustre  on  the  head  of  Liberty  and  theeagle. 
One  of  the  finest  specimens  of  this  rare  date  we’ve  seen  and  certainly 
better  than  any  since  we  purchased  the  Eliasberg  coin  for  a customer 
in  1982.  This  piece  is  not  from  the  small  hoard  of  1909-S  Eagles  that 
surfaced  a few  years  ago  and  is  somewhat  finer,  particularly  with 
respect  to  strike  and  lustre,  than  any  from  that  group.

1478.  1912,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  A sharply  struck,  completely  original  coin 
with  full  frosty  mint  lustre  and  rich  greenish  gold  and  pink  toning. 


1479.  1912,  Uncirculated  (63+/60),  an  attractive  specimen  with  lustrous,  satiny  sur- 
faces and  medium  golden  toning;  1913,  Uncirculated  (60+/60+),  highly  lustrous 
with  bright  yellow  gold  color  and  lots  of  “flash.”

tion ’79  specimen  and  this  piece.  The  first  two  mentioned  pieces  are 
equivalent  and  virtually  perfect  in  all  respects  and  the  Crawford  coin 
is  only  a shade  behind.  The  other  four  pieces  mentioned,  including 
this  one,  are  generally  comparable  although  some  might  prefer  one 
specimen  over  another.  This  means  that  this  magnificent  coin  is  one 
of  the  seven  finest  known  examples  of  this  rare  date  and  is  distinctly 
surpassed  by  only  three  others,  all  of  which  are  off  the  market  (as  are 
the  others  mentioned!)  for  an  unknown  but  probably  long  period  of 
time.

BEAUTIFUL  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1895-S  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1482.  1895-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65+).  A well  struck,  completely  original  coin  with 
very  clean,  satiny  surfaces  and  beautiful  medium  golden  toning  with  copper 
highlights.  Several  small  obverse  rim  nicks  but  the  fields  and  devices  are  really 
quite  exceptional  for  a Liberty  $20.  The  reverse  in  particular  is  virtually  in  the 
superb  category. 

1483.  1900,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Good  strike  and  lustre,  natural  orange  gold 
toning. 


VERY  RARE  GEM  MINT  STATE  1906  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1484.  1906,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65+).  A satiny  gem  with  creamy  smooth  surfaces 
and  lovely  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning.  The  reverse  is  extremely  choice, 
virtually  unmarked  in  fact,  and  the  obverse  has  only  a few  very  light  abrasions. 
Decidedly  rare  in  this  grade;  we  can’t  recall  seeing  anything  significantly  better 
than  this  one.

1489.  1913,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Frosty  and  well  struck;  medium  greenish 
gold  color.  One  of  the  most  underrated  dates  of  the  series  and  incredibly  diffi- 
cult to  find  in  gem  condition.  This  coin  is  far  superior  to  what  is  usually  available.

1490.  1914,  Uncirculated  (60/60).  Sharply  struck  in  the  rich  greenish  gold  that  ischar- 
acteristic  of  this  issue.

1491.  1920-S,  Uncirculated  (60/60).  Very  sharply  struck  with  less  of  the 
softness  on  the  lower  obverse  than  is  typically  seen  on  this  issue. 
Attractive,  completely  natural  gold  and  copper-colored  toning.  Never 
cleaned  or  dipped  and  thus  quite  unlike  the  vast  majority  of  available 
Saints  regardless  of  date.  Over  the  past  few  years  we  have  come  to 
consider  the  1920-S  the  premier  collectible  date  in  the  series,  sur- 
passing even  the  higher  priced  1921  in  condition  rarity. 

A choice,  frosty  specimen  with  appealing 
coppery  gold  color.  This  is  another  date  that  is  much  more  difficult  to  find  in  gem 
condition  than  most  people  realize.  Even  like  this,  it  is  really  rather  scarce. 

1493.  1923-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/65).  Lustrous,  satiny  surfaces  and  attractive 
orange  gold  color.  Two  nicks  on  the  eagle’s  neck  but  otherwise  very  nearly 
mark-free. 


RARE  GEM  1926-S  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1494.  1926-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  A beautiful,  fully  lustrous  specimen  with  rich 
greenish  gold  and  pink  toning.  Tiny  defect  on  eagle’s  neck  but  very  clean  fields 
and  figure  of  Liberty.  This  date  was  once  considered  to  be  one  of  the  three  or 
four  rarest  issues  of  the  entire  series.

Sharply  struck  with  full  original  mint  lustre  and 
color.  A common  date  in  uncommon  condition. 


VERY  CHOICE  AND  RARE  1929  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1496.  1929,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/65).  A very,  very  choice  coin 
that  is  virtually  in  the  gem  class.  The  reverse  is  really  outstanding, 
easily  a full  65.  The  fields  of  the  obverse  are  also  clean  enough  to 
qualify  as  MS-65  but  Miss  Liberty  has  just  a few  too  many  light  abra- 
sions to  allow  the  coin  to  be  graded  MS-65  overall.  Absolutely  first 
rate  color  and  lustre.  (Note:  Even  3-4  years  ago  this  coin  would  have 
been  everybody’s  “gem”  but  today’s  standards  are  undeniably  tough- 
er.)

1497.  Norris,  Gregg  & Norris,  1849,  $5,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/50).  Plain  edge.  Par- 
tially prooflike  surfaces  and  attractive  greenish  gold  toning.  Dig  in  field  above 
eagle’s  head  as  well  as  some  other  light  hairlines  and  contact  marks.  Very  rare, 
especially  so  in  this  high  grade. 


RARE  AND  LOVELY  1849  MINERS’  BANK  $10 


1498.  Miners’  Bank,  Undated  (1849),  $10,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/50). 

Sharply  struck  with  lustrous,  rich  greenish  gold  toning.  A few  minor 
surface  abrasions  and  trivial  hairlines  but  the  overall  appearance  of 
the  coin  is  really  excellent. 

The  Miners’  Bank  issued  only  this  one  denomination  late  in  1849. 
When  assayed,  the  coins  were  found  to  contain  only  $9.65  worth  of 
gold  plus  a small  amount  of  silver.  Since  they  were  undervalued,  they 
were  not  readily  accepted  (and  then  only  at  a discount  consistent  with 
their  actual  gold  value)  and  so  the  majority  of  the  mintage  was  un- 
doubtedly melted.  Today,  the  Miners’  Bank  $10  is  one  of  the  rarer 
Territorial  Gold  issues  and  only  an  estimated  50  or  so  pieces  are 
thought  to  exist.  (Color  Plate) 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  1852  WASS,  MOLITOR  SMALL  HEAD  $10 


1499.  Wass,  Molitor  & Co.,  1852,  $10,  Small  Head,  Very  Fine  (30/30).  A very  nice  ex- 
ample of  this  extremely  rare  issue  and  quite  likely  one  of  the  three  or  four  finest 
known  specimens.  It  is  well  struck  for  the  issue  and  has  attractive  medium 
greenish  gold  color.  The  surfaces  have  the  marks  one  would  expect  from  the 
grade  but  none  are  serious  and  the  coin’s  general  appearance  is  very  pleasing. 

This  Small  Head  variety  (also  called  the  “Long  Neck”  variety  by  Don  Kagin) 
is  extremely  rare;  in  fact,  it  is  several  times  as  rare  as  the  Large  Head  (“Short 
Neck”)  variety  that  is  usually  offered.  Overall,  it  is  probably  a solid  R-7  meaning 
that  no  more  than  a dozen  pieces  are  known. 


1500.  Clark,  Gruber  & Co.,  1861,  $272,  Extremely  Fine  (40/40).  Softly  struck  in  the  cen- 
ters as  are  all  specimens  we’ve  seen.  Medium  greenish  gold  and  light  orange 
toning.  Nice  clean  surfaces  with  just  a few  light  hairlines  and  virtually  no  contact 
marks.  Very  scarce.

The  reputed  origin  of  the  Twenty  Cent  piece  is  a colorful  sidelight 
on  the  sale  of  this  great  rarity.  Back  in  the  boom  days  of  the  western 
silver  mining  towns,  a belt  of  booze  was  nominally  priced  at  I2V2  cents, 
but  would  be  sold  for  a dime  to  anybody  who  had  one.  This  was  strictly 
a gimmick,  as  dimes  were  in  short  supply  and  local  barkeepers  would 
return  only  10  cents  on  the  quarter  and  35  cents  on  the  half  dollar 
when  a snort  was  purchased.  Feelings  among  the  miners  ran  high  at 
this  profit  on  the  "breakage,”  and  Senator  John  Percival  Jones,  the 
self-styled  "Miners’  friend,”  finally  managed  to  put  through  a bill  for 
coinage  of  a twenty-cent  piece.  Everybody  was  happy  - the  miners  be- 
cause the  hated  hidden  tax  was  done  away  with.  Senator  Jones  because 
he  got  their  votes,  and  the  bartenders  and  saloon-keepers  because  the 
miners  drank  more  than  ever  to  celebrate! 

Probably  only  the  first  dozen  or  so  survived  the  melting  pot  be- 
cause they  were  sent  to  Philadelphia  for  assay  purposes.  Fortunately, 
they  missed  the  directive  sent  to  James  Crawford,  Superintendent  of 
the  Carson  City  Mint  by  Mint  Director,  H.R.  Linderman  on  March  19, 
1877  which  stated:  "You  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  melt  all 
twenty-cent  pieces  you  have  on  hand,  and  you  will  debit  'Silver  Profit 
Fund’  with  any  loss  thereon.” 

This  specimen  has  an  illustrious  pedigree  - The  Jerome  Kern  Col- 
lection (B.  Max  Mehl),  The  Edwin  Hydeman  Collection  (Abe  Kosoff), 
Joe  Flynn,  Jr.  to  The  Armand  Champa  Collection  (Bowers  & Ruddy);  it

Stacks  has  been  privileged  to  handle  several  of  these  coins  with  the 
error  reverse  at  public  auction,  namely  the  H.  R.  Lee  and  Colonel 
James  W.  Flanagan  specimens  in  1944,  the  Wolfson  example  in  1969, 
and  most  recently,  the  Auction  ’84  specimen.

Templeton  Reid  operated  the  first  private  mint  in  1830  in  Georgia 
where  it  has  been  estimated  by  Dexter  C.  Seymour,  a Templeton  Reid 
scholar,  that  he  produced  approximately  1,600  coins  of  the  quarter  ea- 
gle, half  eagle,  and  eagle  denominations.  It  has  been  calculated  by  Mr. 
Seymour  that  about  300  half  eagles  were  struck,  with  only  eight  speci- 
mens accounted  for  today  as  listed  below: 

1)  Smithsonian  - The  Lilly  specimen  obtained  from  Stack’s. 

2)  Smithsonian  - Listed  by  Comparette  in  1912. 

3)  Melish  specimen. 

4)  Garrett  specimen. 

5)  "Redbook”  plate  coin. 

6)  Clifford  - Kagin  specimen. 

7)  "Standard  Catalogue”  plate  coin. 

8)  Virgil  Brand  - the  presently  offered  specimen. 

Last  available  from  a J.  C.  Morgenthau  and  Co.  sale  held  on  Octo- 
ber 18,  1933  as  lot  237  with  the  description,  "trace  of  mounting  on  both 
sides.”  Along  with  Mr.  Seymour,  we  disagree!  We  realize  that  there  are 
several  marks  on  the  coin  but  the  more  important  ones  to  be  discussed, 
we  believe,  occurred  during  the  minting  process.  With  regard  to  the 
obverse,  Mr.  Seymour  wrote,  "None  (mounting)  can  be  seen  in  cata- 
logue reproduction,”  and  about  the  reverse,  he  is  quoted,  "Trace  of 
mounting  not  visible.”  As  we  see  them,  the  obverse  and  reverse  marks 
are  due  to  improper  annealing  of  the  ingot  from  which  this  planchet 
was  punched  causing  the  honeycomb  effect  as  shown  on  this  coin.  Also, 
there  is  evidence  of  smoothing  in  areas  where  the  natural  planchet 
breaks  appear.

The  Templeton  Reid  half  eagle  is  said  to  have  been  first  offered  at 
public  auction  by  Lyman  Low,  a New  York  dealer,  on  July  16,  1903. 
Probably,  because  of  this,  A.  H.  Baldwin,  the  noted  London  coin  dealer, 
sent  Low  another  specimen  (the  one  presently  being  offered)  on  May 
14,  1904.  However  the  coin  was  lost  in  transit.  Shortly  thereafter,  Wil- 
liam E.  Hidden  offered  the  coin  to  Low  having  obtained  it  from  William 
P.  Brown,  another  New  York  dealer.  Low  declared  the  coin  to  be  the 
Baldwin  specimen  and  a controversy  ensued.  After  much  investigation, 
it  was  found  that  the  coin  did  indeed  belong  to  Baldwin.  The  matter 
was  resolved,  and  Brown  subsequently  sold  the  coin  to  Virgil  Brand  in 
1905.  The  coin  next  surfaced  in  the  1933  Morgenthau  sale.  It  has  not 
been  offered  at  public  auction  since  that  time. 

Although  Stack’s  has  not  before  offered  a Templeton  Reid  half  ea- 
gle for  public  competition,  we  have  privately  placed  several  eagles  as 
well  as  a half  eagle  - most  notably  the  Josiah  K.  Lilly  specimens  which 
now  repose  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution.  With  two  specimens  in  the 
Smithsonian  and  a few  others  in  permanent  collections,  only  very,  very 
few  are  available  to  collectors.
